Somewhere in the mind of every 
American citizen lurks this grim 
and disquieting question: "Will 
the United States enter the war?" 

About every writer and speaker 
in the country has been attempt- 
ing to satisfactorily answer that 
question for some time. You can 
find irresistibly logical arguments 
which make our entry into conflict 
seem inevitable as death and taxes 
—and you can find equally logical 
arguments which attempt to prove 
we are in small danger of being 
drawn in. And, as the debate 
rages on, a good many Americans 
who make no pretense to being ex- 
perts find themselves sinking 
deeper into confusion. 

The standard polls still indicate 
that the American people are op- 
posed to war, even as they favor 
aid to England with "an steps 
short of war ." v At the same time, 
the American people, going by the 
same polls, are convinced that if 
England falls we may be next on 
Hitler's list of victims. 

The arguments that support the 
theory that we cannot long keep 
out of war are obvious enough. 
We have dropped all pretense of 
neutrality — we are simply non-bel- 
ligerents, committed to the hilt 
on England's side. We have 
damned the dictators in unequi- 
vocal terms. The leaders of both 
the political parties, the President 
and Mr. Willkie, are aggressively 
pro-British and anti-Nazi. And we 
— are about to embark on a new po- 
licy which will give England and 
her allies our utmost moral and 
material support— a policy which 
Hitler, if he is seeking a fight with 
this country, could logically con- 
strue as a declaration of war in 
effect. 

On the other side of the fence, 
the arguments have not been so 
•Cwell publicized. In a recent issue, 
the United States News summed 
up five principal reasons for be- 
lieving that this country is not go- 
tContmuea on rage Five;

At present the Counties of 
Northampton, Acconmck and Prin- 
cess Anne compose a Senatorial 
District but due to the fact that 
the community interests are so 
foreign as well as the district sep- 
aration of the cour.ties it appears 
more logical. 

Neither Norfolk or the County 
would gain additional representa- 
tion by the transfer but it is be- 
lieved according to the Commis- 
sion there is more in common in- 
terest between the two areas. 

This proposal would still leave 
the County practically no say in 
Senatorial representation as has 
been the case in the past. 

The Commission is scheduled to 
met in Richmond on March 17 for 
a hearing on the planned redis- 
tricting as outlined by that body 
under authority of nie last legis- 
lature.

On September 5, 1919, William 
E. Borah addressed the Senate as 
follows: "Mr. Roosevelt, we are 
not at war with Russia. Yet, while 
we are not at 
war, while Con- 
gress has not 
declared war, 
we are carrying 
on war with the 
Russian people. 
We have an 
army in Russia, 
we are furnish- 
ing munitions and supplies to 
armed forces in that country. This 
is being done without constitution- 
al authority." 

This was almost a year after the 
Armistice. American fathers and 
mothers had begun to ask in 
angry tones why 10,000 of their 
sons, conscripted by Congress for 
war against Germany, were still 
in an undeclared war waged by 
President Wilson in Siberia to 
bring sweetness and light to Mos- 
cow. \ 

The Senate unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution introduced by 
Senator Johnson of California de- 
manding to be informed why 
troops had been sent to. Siberia 
without the consent of Congress 
to engage in a civil war between 
Red and White Russia. 

This is something of a commen- 
tary upon Bill 1776 which is be- 
fore the present Congress and 
under which Secretary Stimson 
admits the President might send 
the navy, if not the army, to any 
part of the world. 

By way of reply to the Senate's 
resolution in 1919 our State De- 
partment in a letter to Senator 
Wadaworth declared that it was 
the policy of the government "to 
refuse export licenses for ship- 
mertts to Russian territory under 
Bolshevik control". And this for 
the reason that "it is the declared 
purpose blithe Bolsheviks in Rus- 
sia to carry revolution- throughout 
the world. They have availed 
-themselves of every opnortunity_tQ 
initiate in the United States a 
propaganda aimed at the forcible 
overthrow of our present form of 



government." 

That was in 1919. The scene 
now changes to January 21, 1940. 
On that date Under Secretary of 
State Welles wrote Soviet Ambas- 
sador Oumansky that he was 
"happy to inform you" that the 
"moral embargo" of a year ago on 
American airplanes, equipment, 
etc., was "no longer applicable to 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics." 

A year ago*when Russia was 
crushing gallant little England, 
she was immoral. Now she has be- 
come moral. But Germany, Italy 
and Japan remain immoral. The 
only full sized Ambassador we 
have in Europe is our man at 
Moscow where he has stayed even 
during Russia's immoral periods. 

Yet this is the same government 
the Wilson, Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover administrations refused to 
recognize. The government that 
Wilson sent soldiers to Siberia to 
help crush, now receives airplanes 
from her devoted Uncle Sam. No 
doubt this makes sense in Wash- 
ington and New York City, but 
elsewhere I can't find any ono in- 
telligent enough to understand it. 

Although Mr. Roosevelt's atti- 
tude toward Germany is strictly 
Wilsonian, the approach cf the 
two men is different. Mr. Wilson 
had a sort of cast iron conscience. 
He could not bend it to make the 
Czar of all the Russias his/ ally in 
a war against the Kaiser under 
the Holy Banner of "making the 
world safe for democracy." 

That was too much for Mr. 
Wilson. The noble democracies of 
Erfgland and France were "happy 
to be fighting alongside of the 
Czar in 1917, as they equally 
desired Stalin in 1939. But Mr. 
Wilson was the prisoner of his 
rhetoric. 

Consequently, he was immensely 
relieved when the Kerensky revolu- 
tion resulted in thft^abdication of 
Czar-Nicholas - ft" on - March 15, 
1917. In seven days Mr. Wilson re- 
cognized the new government. His 
cbnscience was satisfied.. Now he 



It has been recently learned 
that the School Board of the 
Town of Virginia Beach has been

000. The ultimate decision will 
be made after the government has 
given its final answer as to its 
contribution. At this time the 
contribution is virtually assured 
as the strain on the school system 
is recognized by the government 
due to influx of the Army families 
and those connected with the con. 
struction program. ^ 

Plans will go forward at once 

upon the final approval of the 

j Federal aid in order that the 

building may be ready for use as 

soon as possible.

^he erection of an incinerator for the Town 
of Virginia. Beach was originally the "baby" 
of Councilman L. B. Shelly but it met with 
a premature death for the lack of any visible 
financial sustanance. By some phenomenon, 
however^this "baby" was revived or maybe 
reincarnated through others and has sudden- 
ly been nurtured to the extent of becoming 
seemingly a reality. " 

At the time of the first conception of the 
idea, about a year ago, the Town was admit- 
ted to be broke, which condition continued 
to exist six months ago. And only recently 
instructions were given to dispose of the ser- 
vice of several members of the personnel of 
the police and fire department as an economic 
necessity. But suddenly out of a cfear sky 
comes the statement that the financial con 
dition of the Town fias been rehabilitated. It 
spunds somewhat mythical hut at the same 
,time most gratifying to' the taxpayers of the 
community— if true. A condition most desi- 
rous of being maintained, but not very likely 

to be. 

On the face of this sudden burst of pros- 
perity the construction of an incinerator has 
been authorized at a cost in excess of fifty 
thousand dollars. No complaint is even 
made about any aggressive move made to- 
ward municipal improvements providing they 
will not be of a burdensome nature on the 
man who ultimately has to pay the bill but he 
would like to know a little something about 
it before the capital outlay is made and the 
probable return thereon. 

In the case of this "baby", the County has 
agreed to adopt half of the capital outlay to- 
ward its birth— the Federal Government has 
virtually agreed to be a godfather and contri- 
bute towards its maintenance for probably 
a period of five years but the burden of con- 
tinued maintenance will fall upon the mother 
pf this child— the Town of Virginia Beach 
and in the end will hold only a fifty percent 
interest. 

Under the agreement between the Town 
iind the County each is to contribute equally 
toward the cost of construction — the Town, 
the County and the Federal Government 
each will pay by the ton for the amount of 
refuse handled on so far unagreed price and 
after the operating cost is deducted the bal- 
ance will go to a sinking fund on a fifty-fifty 
basis to the Town and County and if and 
when the plant is paid for each will hold a 
half interest. With the heavy summer pa- 
tronage at the Beach and only the limited 
areas of garbage collections in the County, 
it can be re^d%r6een that the Town's con- 
tribution toward \he sinking fund will be 
many times greater than that of the County. 

Another thing the taxpayer would like to 
know is where the Town's half of capital out- 
lay is coming from? No one seems to exact- 
ly know. The Mayor, the Treasurer arid the 
Councilmen all are vague on this subject- 
apparently by a floating debt against antici 
pa ted tax collections but at the same time 
overlooking the fact of the reduction of 
t assets by the unusual heavy delinquent tax 
payments — which have been already spent 
* or used to pay previous debts. 

Now there is the big question. Why 
should an authorization be given to enter 
into a contract representing an expenditure 
in excessyrf fifty thousand dollars to a single 
contractor without competitive bids? Al- 
though uninformed technically, that seems 
to appear to be an excessive cost for two fire 
jp pots, a chimhey, a small building and a set 
\of scales. This seems more, particularly 
true in view of the fact that the City of Nor^ 
folk has recently entered into, a contract to 
build an incinerator* at Ocean View to take 
care of its population porth of the Lafayette 
River far in excess of that of Virginia Beach 
at a cost of only seventeen thousand dollars. 

These are some of the things the taxpayers 
wants to know, some of the things he is enti- 
tled to know, some, of the questions he wants 
answered in more than a vague way as" he is 
the one who will be doing the paying. Some 
, more-definite explanations are in order be- 
fore expenditure of such magnitude are 
launched.

It is a story of people who live 
by their faith, and its realism is 
not that .of books like Tobacco 
Road; it repudiates that novel's 
implication that poverty is the 
parent of malice and degenera- 
tion. For to Miss Moore's moun- 
tain folk, who know all about pov- 
erty, life is stern and relentlesk 
at times; but beyond the difficul- 
ties of existence there is an ele- 
mental beauty which— flowing 
like a river through the hearts- 
brings much reason for loving life 
and living it well. 

Miss Moore was formerly a 
teacher in the mountain districts, 
and she writes with that authority 
and intimate understanding which 
come only through first-hand ex- 
perience. Her story is alive with 
the picturesque- details and home- 
ly customs of highland life. There 
are, to be sure, untruth, ignor- 
ance and bigotry aplenty in Bar- 
low Cove, and she faces them 
squarely. Yet she finds these peo- 
ple to be generally wise and virtu- 
ous; and her narrative, spanning 
three generations, is woven from 
the finest gold *of the human 
spirit. 

Along about 1840 John and 
Caroline Grist are heading from 
Virginia for the free lands in the 
West? in their ex-carjt, when their 
baby dies just as they reach Bar- 
ilow Cove. Delaying there, the 
pioneers end by buying 
land and settling there perman- 
ently. The people in the Cove are 
friendly; but the strenuous work 
of clearing the land and building 
a home in the wilderness is made 
even harder by Caroline's grief 
over the loss of her child. Not until 



the "business as usual" sign over 
the doors of many of our indus- 
tries.

BTRD REORGANIZATION FLAN 

NO. 2 

When Governor of Virginia. 
Senator Harry Flood Byrd gave 
major attention to a reorganiza- 
tion of the state's government to 
promote economy and efficiency. 
His proved success in that field 
and the present excellent financial 
standing of the Old Dominion 
lend great weight to his warnings 
against waste and inefficiency in 
the Federal Government, warnings 
which he has now embodied in a 
plan of action to stem the surging 
flood tide of national debt and na- 
tion expenditures. 

He proposes in a resolution in- 
troduced into Congress a commis- 
sion to be composed of six mem- 
bers of the Senate and' six House 
members, who would make a 
three- point study to be followed 
by these recommendations to Con- 
gress: 

1— On financial post-war prob- 
lems that will face us when the 
European war is over. 2 — On eli- 
minating non-necessary federal ex, 
penditures. 3 — On revising jtfie 
Federal tax system so thatr"taxa- 
tion may fall equitably on all tax- 
payers in providing for the nation- 
al defense. 

The immediate adoption of this 
resolution is amply Justified by 
the supporting evidence given by 
Senator Byrd. To quote his sum- 
mary: , 

Guaranteed obligations of 30- 
odd government corporations form 
a $6,000,000,000 contingent liabili- 
ty which is not included in this 
new debt limitation (the newly- 
adopted $65,000,000,000 debt 
limit), To this must soon be add- 
ed other obligations already auth- 
orized to finance the construction 
of plants to manufacture war sup- 
plies and to make loans to coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere. 
It is likely and probable that this 
contingent liability by July 1, 1942 
will reach $10,000,000,000, making 
an over-all public debt of at least 
$75,000,000,000 at the end of the 
next fiscal yea*„A deficit of $10,- 
000,000,000 this year may well be 
$20,000,000,000 next year, and even 
more the following year, because 
the momentum of defense spend- 
ing cannot reach its stride until a 
year or more from now. This 
means an overall Federal debt of 
$100,000,000,000 perhaps by July 
1, 1943, and certainly within that 
fiscal year, if the present emerg- 
ency continues. 

Debts of the states, counties and 
municipalities, amounting at pre- 
sent to $20,000,000,000 are in ad- 
dition. 

There is a crying need for tax 
and expenditure reductions all 
along the line and a promised gen- 
eral revamping of the whole Fed- 
eral tax structure has been delay- 
ed to undue lengths, though pro- 
posed from time to time. Here, 
too, is a matter of defense that 
needs attention and must not be 
crowded out by other items of our 
armament program. The defense 
of our Government against bank- 
ruptcy and against and ineffici- 
ency and of the people against un- 
necessary tax burdens is as real 
a defense as is the manufacture 
of arms and munitions and aid to 
Britain to preserve the. democratic 
processes on the face of the earth.

GROWTH OF FREE TEXTBOOK 
SYSTEM TRACED 



Once a year comes the season 
of Lent, beginning this year with 
Ash Wednesday, February 26. It 
tells people to stop a bit, and ask 
where they are going in their fev- 
erish and excited life.

If the Kansas legislature 
changes the state's permissive free 
textbooks law to a mandatory one 
this session, it will be the 33rd 
state to make compulsory the pro- 
vision of free books for school 
children, the American Municipal 
Association said today. 

The growth of free textbook 
systems, most of them on a man- 
datory basis, has been steady 
since the turn of the century, the 
association said in reviewing a re- 
cent study by the Legislative - * 
Council of Kansas on the subject 
Kansas has a permissive but vir- 
tually inoperative law regarding 
the supplying of free textbooks. 

Thirty-two states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia have mandatory 
free textbook statutes, 16 provid- 
ing for purchase of textbooks by 
the district, 14 by the state and 
three by the county, the Kansas 
research body said. High school as 
well as elementary books are sup- 
plied in 20 of the 32 states. 

The Kansas council noted a 
trend toward mandatory free text- 
books, seven states having chang- 
ed from optional to mandatory 
systems since 1933. Only 14 states, 
Kansas included, now have option- 
al laws, it was said. 
i Two states — South Carolina and 
Oklahoma— have no general pro- 
visions for free textbooks, although 
South Carolina has a state-wide 
rental system. J 

In 21 of the 46 states witli free 
textbook systems, textbooks are 
selected, purchased and paid for 
by the individual school districts 
or counties. In 11 states, respon- 
sibility for the selection, purchase 
and financing of free textbooks is 
divided between the state and local 
units of school administration. 
School districts in this later groups 
of states purchase the textbooks, 
although in three of the states— . 
Maryland, Missouri and West Vir- 
ginia—state f uhds have been dis-

"With the coming of the New, 
Tear, men and women of the 
farm and village are facing prob- 
lems that will require unified and 
co-ordinated action. Otherwise, 
the interests of 
rural communi- 
ties will become 
subjug ated to 
those of big cit- 
ies which are or- 
ganized to bring 
pressure to bsar 
with regard to 
national policies.

(Continued Prom Page Two) 
tributed to local school units for 
this purpose. 

Fourteen states have manda- 
tory, state-administered systems — 
wlth^extbooks owned by the state 
rather than by the local school 
units. In 11 of the 14 states, the 
state selects, purchases and dis- 
tributes the textbooks. In the other 
three states, school books are. sel- 
ected by the school districts. 

Under most of the state pur- 
chase plans, administration of the 
law has been assigned to a special 
textbook division in the state de-l 
partment of education. Approp- 
riations made to such agencies for | 
the purchase and distribution of 
textbooks range from $75,000 in 
Arizona to $2,000,000 in Texas. 

California is listed as the only 
state manufacturing textbooks in 
a state-owned printing plant and 
supplying them to the pupils with- 
out charge, and also as the only 
state making direct shipments 
from the state office to each local 
school district. 

FreeHextbooks were first pro- 
vided in the city of Philadelphia) 
in 1818 and the first state-wide 
law, a mandatory statute, was en- 
acted in 1884 by Massachusetts.

Of all the countries brought 
under the domination of Nazism 
by tank and' bomb, the conquered 
land that was Poland is in I the 
saddest plight. After the conquest 
it was divided into three sectors. 
Germany kept for herself the in- 
dustrial west, which was valuable, 
and annexed it to the Reich. 
Soviet Russia was permitted to 
take over the eastern provinces. 
• The central territory became the 
' Polish Government Generale, a 
sort of No Man's Land, German 
dominated, into which could be 
herded all the "undesirables" the 
Reich did not .want. Its ultimate 
destiny was set forth as the farm 
and sweatshop of the conqueror. 
An all but impenetrable wall of 
restrictions surrounds the Gouver- 
nement Generale; communication 
with those within is next to im- 
possible. But the perfect censor- 
ship has yet to be devised. News 
does leak out of the area, people 
do occasionally escape from it, and 
from what is known of the condi- 
tions therein it is certain that 
within its boundaries Nazi oppres- 
sion attains its full bloom. The 
cities are ever-crowded and in 
deepest misery. Barbed wire fences 
or cohcrete walls enclose*the least 
desirable sections to form the 
ghettos within which Jews are per- 



mitted to live. Conditions inside 
the walls are indescribably wretch- 
ed. Disease is kept down only by 
the unceasing efforts of the Jewish 
physicians who must live there 
and to whom the Germans, from 
instincts of self-preservation, al- 
low a limited amount of medical 
suppUes. Conditions in the coun- 
try-side rival the hardships in the 
towns.' Newcomers by the thous- 
and, once prosperous traders or 
professional men, are brought In 
by freight car and turned out to 
shift- for -themselves- as best .they 
can. In the Soviet provinces mat- 
ters are no better. Yet there is an 
endless and aimless migration of 
miserables from the Soviet hell to 
the Nazi Hades and from the 
Gouvernement Generale to Nazi- 
dom, as rumor fjtlsely spreads a 
hope that life may be less ardu- 
ous elsewhere. 

In Poland the operations of the 
"new order" are untrammeled, for 
all opposition has been pitilessly 
crushed and the closed frontier 
keeps the world from looking in.

Plan Work For 1941 

The following "Program of 
Work" was adopted at the annua] 
meeting of the ' Princess Anne 
Ceunty Board of Agriculture at 
the courthouse January 29th. 

All agricultural workers are to 
* be guided by this program in per- 
forming their respective duties 
and each worker is required to co- 
operate closely with all other 
workers and with the executive 
committee Of the County Board 
of Agriculture. It shall be the ob- 
ject of each worker to avoid as 
much duplication of effort as pos- 
sible so that the fanners in the 
county will get the greatest bene- 
fit possible from all. 

Program of Work 

1. MONTHLY CONFERENCE 
, — all agricultural workers in the 
county shall hold a conference 
once each month for the purpose 
of discussing each one's part of 
the county program, and for the 
purpose of coordinating individual 
programs so as to avoid duplica- 
tion of effort. 

2. RURAL YOUTH— To enroll 
all interested farm boys and girls 
Into 4-H Club organizations, FFA 
classes and Home Economic 
classes, for the purpose of teach- 
ing, by doing, better methods of 
farming and home making, devel- 
oping leadership, responsibility, 
parliamentary practices and own- 
ership of property. 

3. DEMONSTRATION AREA— 
It shall be the object of the Coun- 
ty Board of Agriculture for all 
agencies to continue work in the 
demonstration area that was se- 
lected last year. The object for 
1941 will be to get a complete soil 
analysis made of each of the farms 
In the area and to work out farm 
plans for each of the farmers in 
this area. 

4. MEETINGS — Educational 
meetings are to be held in each 
district of the county on the fol- 
lowing topics: County Organiza- 
tion; European Corn Borer Con- 
trol; 1941 Outlook Report; 1941 
Soil Conservation Program; Soil 
Requirements for Potatoes; Suc- 
cessful Poultry Management; 
Truck Crop Requirements; Swine 
Sanitation and Management; 
Successful Sweet Potato Produc- 
tion; and Beautifying our Com- 
munity. 

5. SOIL CONSERVATION 
PROGRAM— It shall be the object 
of the County Board of Agricul- 
ture to have 100% of all farmers 
ih the county participating in the 
1941 Soil Conservation Program, 
and through tnis program to keep 
the farmers informed as to the 
part that they should play in Na- 
tional Defense, Supply and De- 
mand of all farm commodities and 
to stress the importance of Soil 
Conservation through appropriate 
soil building practices, such as, 
winter cover crops, better drain- 
age, use of lime and forestry im- 
provement -work. 

6. ANIMAL HUSBANDRY— As 
the outlook for pork prices 
throughout 1941 is much better 
than it has been for several years 
it shall be the object of the Coun- 
ty Board to get this information 
to all hog raisers and to encour- 
age better methods of swine man- 
agement throughout the year. 
This is to be done through better 
sanitary practices, better breed- 
ing, and better pastures.

The Board will 
also encourage and work for better 
family milk cows on the farms and 
encourage those who do not have 
a cow to secure one.

1 4) Be in charge and act as chair- 
man of all county wide meetings 
and approve schedules of all dis- 
trict meetings. 

The Community Chairmen and 
Their Committees Will— (2) En- 
courage all farmers in their neigh- 
borhoods to enroll their boys and 
girls in 4-HClubs or FFA organiza- 
tions. (4) Be directly responsible 
for all meetings held in their dis- 
tricts and work for attendance by 
farmers in their neighborhoods.

Squirrels Get 
Homesick, Game 
Men Report 

Gray squirrels are apparently 
home-loving animals, and seem to 
have no trouble finding their way 
back to their nests when taken in- 
to strange territory against their 
will, according to reports received 
by the Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries on the squirrel 
studies which are now in prog- 
ress. 

During the course of the squirrel 
investigation many of the animals 
are being trapped and ear-tagged. 
Recently a tagged squirrel was re- 
leased about a mile from the point 
at which it was trapped. Five days 
later it was taken from a. trap 
fifty feet from the spot wpere it 
had been captured thri*ifst time. 

Some time later, another squir- 
rel was removed more than a mile 
and a quarter from its home. 
When released from its box. this 
squirrel seemed a little confused 
at first, but soon started off in the 
general direction of its home. The 
next morning it was found in the 
same trap in which it had been 
caugfit before. 

These squirrel studies are being 
made to determine the habits of 
the gray squirrel in Virginia so 
that this favorite game animal 
can be managed more effectively. 
The investigations are being made 
through the Virginia Cooperative 
Wildlife Research Unit, which is 
sponsored jointly by the Commis- 
sion of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries, the Wrginia Polytechnic 
Institute, the Federal Fish and 
Wildlife Service, and the Ameri- 
can Wildlife Institute.

GROW YOUR OWN. 



A new section that has just been added to the National De- 
fense -Commission will handle quest ions of priorities for agriculture. 
Farms and new gardens are expected to show increased activities in 
f941. Tens of thousands of new homes are to be built as a part of 
the national defense program. Increasing prices of farm and garden 
crops furnish an incentive to homefolks to put in their own gardens. 

It is apparent that substantial savings in the family food 
budget may be realized, and after all there is fun as well as profit 
to be dug out of the good earth. Ferry-Morse, the leading seed con- 
cern of the country, recommends the planting of fast growing crops 
such as spinach and radishes, with slow growing vegetables like to- 
matoes, cabbage and lettuce between the rows. The second objective 
In successful gardening may be obtained by repeat plantings of such 
major crops as beans, sweet corn, carrots, radishes, beets and lettuce. 
Gardeners are urged not to overlook the food possibilities"Of moderate 
new plantings made at regular intervals during the early part of the 
season since this progressive . method guarantees a steady supply of 
fresh vegetables until the season's end. 

Federal funds have recently been allocated for 68,432 new 
dwelling units.^and the activities of public health and welfare farms 
and gardens are represented in increased Inter-Departmental activi- 
ties of agencies looking after nutrition, recreation and out of door 
activities for home owners and gardeners.

FREEDOM of the press and free- 
dom of speech are rights vitally 
necessary to guarantee the orderly 
operation of democratic institu- 
tion!). They are justly and deeply 
cherished by Americans, for they 
have long been foundation stones of 
the American way of life. They 
were won and maintained by the 
exertions (even the sufferings) of 
many good and brave men. By and 
large, we have enjoyed these rights 
ever since they were written into 
the Federal Constitution. Several 
times, in the midst of grave emer- 
gencies, It has been necessary to 
modify them temporarily for the 
common safety. But once, ia 1798. 
they were notoriously curbed and 
abridged without justification. It is 
in connection with this episode of 
the Allen and Sedition Acts, passed 
by the Federalist Party under John 
Adams, that we encounter one of 
the most Interesting men in the 
long struggle for a free press In 
America: Thomas Cooper. 

In 1798 the United States felt 
that war with France was Immi- 
nent, and the dominant political 
party, the Federalists, took this 
hysteria as a fine opportunity to 
silcifft^lieir political opponents by 
muizling the press. The Sedition 
Act made it illegal for any reason 
to speak or spread "false, scan- 
dalous or malicious" writing against 
tho government, the Congress or 
the President. Federalist judges 
interpreted this to mean that one 
could not poke even a little mild 
fun at governmental officers. It 
was one of the most hasty and un- 
reasonable measures ever enacted 
into law. 




Thomas Cooper ' 

Cooper published a perfectly valid 
criticism of President Adams, and 
was prosecuted. After a long trial 
in 1800 he was found guilty and 
sentenced to six months in jail and 
a line of four hundred dollars. The 
fine was paid and the six months 
were served. There- was grave 
doubt about the constitutionality of 
the law under which he had been 
convicted. It expired by limitation 
and Cooper began the long fight to 
get .Congress to admit that the 
legislation had been unwise and 
void. Year after year friends peti- 
tioned Congress to repay the fine 
with interest. Finally in 1850, fifty 
years after the trial and eleven 
after Cooper's death. Congress re- 
paid his heirs. Cooper was dead, 
but he had won his fight for the 
freedom of the press.

such as pneumonia. Staying in 
bed also prevents the spread of 
this highly contagious disease, 
which has been getting more 
prevalent. Keeping out of crowds 
is one way to avoid it. 

There are, of course, other help- 
ful methods of care. Before going 
to bed, a warm bath is desirable, 
and warm or hot drinks of milk, 
malted milk, lemonade, or coffee 
will reduce the effects of the chill. 
The bowels should be kept open, 
with the aid of a mild alkaline 
laxative if necessary. 

Suitable drugs to control the 
high fever, the bodily aches and 
pains, and the dry cough may be 
prescribed. One of the most useful 



substances for this purpose is 
quinine, four or five grains of 
which are given three or four 
times a day. 

In the care of influenza, quinine 
acts to reduce the fever, allay 
pain, and as a general tonic for 
the body. The earlier it is given in 
the course of the disease, the bet- 
ter. Few persons are unduly sen- 
sitive to quinine, as they are to 
various other drugs. Although 
pur supply of quinine comes 
mainly from the' East Indies, 
there Is plenty of it on hand for 
medical purposes for several 
years. 

During the acute stage of influ- 
enza, a soft, bland, or liquid diet 
is advisable. Hot milk toast, soft 
cooked eggs, fruit juices, and 
soups and broths are best for the 
purpose Toast dunked in a meat 
or vegetable soup Is easily di- 
gested and nutritious. 

Care during convalescence Is 
likewise important. Persons who 
arise from a sick bed too soon may 
find themselves baok In it with a 
relapse. Influenza is generally 
followed by weakness, which Is 
dangerous until strength is recov- 
ered. 

By following these precautions, 
most people will emerge un- 
scathed from a siege of the flu. 



THE THREAT OF STRIKES 



Government officials are attempting to adjust labor disputes 
that effect national defense. There have been some serious distur- 
bances In which there has been no attempt upon the part of the Gov- 
ernment to put the blame upon either the employers or the employes.

He may 
have been a little strong in his statement but when priority orders are 
issued regarding tools and aluminum! workers should be able to re-

STORING FOOD AND

Adequate and well-arranged 
storage space is the greatest time- 
saver a homemaker can have. Plan 
for more shelves, more cabinet 
space, or at least rearrange and 
use to better advantage the space 
you already have.

ing to war. 

First, sifys the News, the United 
States can aid Britain more by not 
fighting than by fighting. Britain, 
in other words, needs supplies, not 
men. If we entered the war it 
would be impossible to send much 
abroad, as our own under-supplied 
military establishments would need 
all our factories could produce. 

Second, the U. S. can help her 
own defense more by staying out 
of the war. The arms we send 
England may be lost, but we wont 
lose men so long as we remain a 
non-belligerent. And we will find 
out if our arms and planes are 
adequate for modern War. Eng- 
land, in other words, will be the 
Paving ground for the products 
of our factories. 

Third, through the lend-lease 
policy, the- U. S. can exert its ma- 
jor effort in the war. Actually tak- 
ing up arms against the Axis 
would not permit us to do more. 

Fourth, the fact that all-aid-for- 
England policy apparently has the 
support of a nation which is also 
committed to maintaining peace, 
is construed in Administration cir- 
cles as proof of the fact that its 
plans and actions are sound.

In his war message of April % 
1917. Mr. Wilson said of RtMatia. 
"The autocracy that crowned that 
summit of her political structure 
has now been shaken off and the 
great, generous Russian people 
have been added in all their naive 
majesty and might to the forces 
that are fighting for freedom in 
the world, for justice, a*M "for 
peace. Here is fyit partner for a 
League of Honor'." 

There was an epidemic of fif- 
teen dollar words in Washington 
at the time and it was contagious. 
A month later Secretary Lansing, 
and Commissioner Elthu Root, be- 
came afflicted. Lansing wrote, "To 
stand side by side, shoulder to 
shoulder against autocracy will 
unite the American and Russian 
peoples in a friendship of the 
ages." And Root, equally ecstatic, 
said In Petrograd, "The American 
democracy sends to the democracy 
of Russia greetings, sympathy, 
friendship, brotherhood and God 
speed." 

The "friendship of the ages" 
lasted eleven months. Lenin over- 
threw Kerensky. Russia walked 
out of the war. Wilson sent troops 
to Siberia. He brought them home 
leaving the Reds to destroy "the

mates, the President really hates 
war, meant what he said during 
the campaign, and will do every- 
thing possible to prevent war. He 
believes that his policy oWers the 
surest road to peace, and in that 
he is backed by large numbers of 
his political opponents. 

All of this does not take into 
consideration the fact that the 
Axis might make war on us, thus 
plunging us Into the conflict whe- 
ther we want to fight or not. Mili- 
tary and political experts, for the 
most part, don't think that likely 
at this time. They point out that 
Hitler doesn't make a particular 
point erf "saving face." As he has 
said himself, he will not be bad- 
gered into taking steps he believes 
dangerous. The experts argue that 
Hitler, will not wage war against 
us. until and unless it suits his 
time-table. And it is obvious that 
he has enough troubles on his 
hands now without asking for 
more.

THE maintenance of cleanliness in 
the home garage as well as its 
redecoration are often made diffiqult 
due to those stubborn oil stains 
which commonly appear on walls, 
doors or trim. Lubricating oil is. non- 
drying and tends to penetrate deeply 
Into wood insufficiently protected 
Consequently, if not completely re- 
moved, the stains not only become 
deep rooted, but also pr v ove an inse- 
cure foundation for painting, causing 
the film to discolor and soften How- 
ever, a comparatively simple treat- 
ment renders the affected wood suit- 
able for redecoration. 

Scrub the stained areas thoroughly 
twice with a strong trisodium phos- 
phate or sal soda solution, allowing 
at a least a we&k for the wash to dry 
between applications. 

Follow with a straight household* 
ammonia rub to neutralize the sur- 
face alkali, which inevitably remains 
as a result of the solution treatments 

When the surface is dry once 
again, a thin sealer coating of pure 
.orange shellac over previously spot- 
"ted areas renders the wood suitabfe 
for painting. 

As assurance against further diffi- 
culties, apply pure white lea a paint 
which ts impervious to the action of 
oils, water, dirt or grease Conse- 
quently, any stains which may result 
are easily removable by simple 
washing. 

Q. — Are there Insulation materials 
which can be blown into the wall 
spaces of old houses without costly 
reconstruction? 

A.— Yes There are several manu- 
facturers producing what is known 
as Oil insulation which is readily 
poured or forced under spaces after 
construction is complete.

EARLY DIAGNOSIS IN 
TUBERCULOSIS 

"Tuberculosis,, like cancer, may 
be called an ujider-covef disease. 
Its ability to harm and kill is 
based upon the amount of time it 
has at its disposal to undermine 
the system before it is discovered. 
This factor, which only in part 
can be influenced, by public health 
measures, is one of the biggest 
stumbling blocks in a further dras- 
tic reductipn of tuberculosis 
deaths," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"Formerly, this disease occupied 
the unenviable position of num- 
ber one in the causes of death. 
Through the years it has grad- 
ually relinquished its preeminence, 
and in Virginia now s is in seventh 
position. Even at that, this means 
that during 1940, 1.551 persons in 
the Commonwealth were its vic- 
tims; and this, despite the fact 
that never before has science been 
so well equipped to fight tuber- 
culosis successfully as it is today. 
"In 1882 Koch discovered Wie 
tuberculosis germ. But its trans- 
mission by direct contact was not 
generally understood until some 
years later. Moreover, diagnosis 
until approximately three decades I ^p^" 
ago was difficult except when the 
symptoms became quite marked, 
which frequently meant that the 
disease had advanced to a point 
where curative treatment was of 
little avail. 
"For many years, the tuberculin 
x-ray have made

"Modern tuberculosis treatment 
in homes and sanatoria has been 
a boon to thousands and a pro- 
tection against the disease to 
thousands more. However, per- 
sonal cooperation, in the*form of 
talcing one's earliest suspicious, 
symptoms to the family doctor for 
a check up, needs to be more 
generally applied if the fight 
against this devastator of life is 
to show marked progress. 

■The medical profession, public 
health officials, and lay agencies 
are doing their best to prove the 
value of this point upon everyone. 
It is hoped that in the not too dis- 
tant future it will be more widely

Each producer on such a farm 
who carries out this practice will 
receive the entire amount of $3, 
regardless of whether he shares 
in the cotton crop.

Made Supreme 
Sacrifice 



It is a long time since the 
echoes of the first World War roll- 
ed away, but in the voluminous 
records of the War Department 
stories of gallantry and self-sacri- 
fice are still being revealed. In 
such cases some appropriate re- 
cognition is made, even though 
more than a score of years have 
passed. 

More than twenty-two years ago 
U. S. Marines were holding ten- 
aciously to the gains they had 
made in Belleau Wood, France. An 
intense enemy bombardment of 
high-explosive gnd gas shells 
wounded or killed many members 
of the company. 

One badly wounded marine had 
his gas mask shot away, yet disre- 
garding his own safety and know- 
ing full well that the effects of the 
gas would be fatal to him, Gun- 
nery Sergeant Fred W. Stockham 
insisted upon giving his gas mask 



to the wounded man. 

Then, with undaunted courage 
and valor, Stockham continued to 
direct and assist in the evacuation 
of the wounded in an area saturat- 
ed with gas and swept with artil- 
lery fire, until he. collapsed from 
the effects of the noxious fumes 
His exposure to the gas caused his 
death a few days later. t 

When a review of the War De 
partment records several months 
ago revealed the heroism of Stock 
ham, he was posthumously award. 
ed the Congressional Medal of 
Honor by direction of President 
Roosevelt.

Frankest of all was Senator Bailey, 
another leader of Democratic 
forces, who said: "I am hoping 
that Intervention may not mean 
war, but I am ready if interven- 
tion does mean war."

Dear Mr. Hull: No one in public 
life has been more highly respect- 
ed than you. This regard you 
have earned, not by distributing 
political favors nor billions of 
dollars, but by being an honest 
and candid man. 

We have a right to rely upon 
that, candor now. In your recent 
testimony to 
favor of the 
lend-lease bill 
you spoke of 
matters that 
grieve us all,— 
viol atlon of 
treaties and 
breakdown of 
in t e relational 
law. You described Italy's aggres- 
sion against Ethiopia, Japan's in- 
vasion of China, and Hitler's 
heartless overrunning of the little 
peoples at his border. 

But you made no mention what- 
ever of Russia. Yet Russia broke 
Finland with her brute power; like 
a ghoul on the battlefield she 
robbed the Polish corpse after 
German conquest; she destroyed 
the independence of-'- the Baltic 
states.^— Estonia, Latvia, and Lith- 
uania; she seized Bessarabia from 
Rumania, 

If there is such a thing as de- 
grees of larceny to international 
law Russia is the worst offender. 
She has enormous riches and no 
population pressure-; The plea of 
"living room" cannot be made in 
mitigation of her crimes. Whereas 
Germany, Italy and Japan have a 
population density per square 
mile which if applied to the Unit- 
ed States would give us one billion 
mouths to feed. 

Yet you find no fault with 
Russia. In Mr. Roosevelt's recent 
speeches which you no doubt help- 
ed write, or at least approved, he 
speaks of "democracy's fight 
against wdrld conquest"; of .na- 
tions which "live at the point of 
a Nazi gun.'* He says, too, that 
"no man can tame a tiger into * 
kitten by stroking it. There can 
be no appeasement with ruthless- 

ness." 

Yet your Under Secretary has 



lifted the "moral embargo" 
against Russia. It is true that 
Russia is not a -tiger. She is a, 
"bear that walks life a man." Yet 
the principle is the same. 

Why should you appease 
Russia? Why should you stroke 
Staltos gory locks? Are not the 
people who live to the eastern half 
of Poland as entitled to our sym- 
pathy as those who live in the 
western half? What. claims to our 
mercy and money and men does 
Norway have that Finland has 
not? Are the Ethiopians dearer to 
us than dwellers on the Baltic 
coast? 

Why is it, Mr. Secretary, that 
we have kept our ambassador in 
Moscow during all these Russian 
aggressions, yet withdrew our am- 
bassador at v «erttn--a i year before 
the shooting began? > 
, Why is it that it is only when 
Hitler commits an atrocity that 
the alarm bells, xtog to Washing- 
ton?

And I know you know. Ydu should 
state it. 

For what are we to tax oUrselves 
for decades in order to lerid bil 
lions of armament to foreign 
powe/s?

COMMANDEERING AND CONSCRIPTION

Several weeks ago many of us were spme- 
what astounded when the "First Lady of the 
Land," who has- apparently attempted to 
publicize herself ever since her inception 
into her high ranking social _ position, made 
a statement from the rostrum that the 
President had the power "to take Ford" if he 
so desired.

BOOKS TO OWN 

ROBESPIERRE AND THE 
FOURTH ESTATE 

Robespierre and the Fourth 
Estate by Ralph Korngold is a fine 
j biographical study of a complex 
I revolutionary character. Robespis 
lerre "The Incorruptible", as his 
followers called him, has often 
been made the scapegoat for the 
bloody excesses of the French Re- 
volution. But this book is a re-ex- 
amination of his character and 
record, and a distinctly favourable 
partisan portrait of the scholarly 
little ascetic who dedicated his life 
'to the championing of the Fourth 
Estate — the proletariat. The Rob- 
espierre that emerges from the 
author's analysis is an earnest and 
inspired leader of the common 
man, subtle and capable, and cer- 
tainly somewhat more heroic than 
historians have generally allowed 
him to be; but nevertheless a man 
who 4s cold at heart, and incapable 
of the genuine passion of love- 
either for a woman or for "the 
people", the masses. v

It is most regrettable as well as being dis- 
turbing that the War Department has deem- 
ed it necessary to order that the link of the 
Shore Drive highway passing through Fort 
Story be closed to all public use. It is un- 
doubtedly a desirous move for the benefit of 
the Army as a precautionary safety measure. 
There are now a large number of men station- 
ed at Fort Story with a likelihood of a sub- 
stantial increase. In addition a considerable 
amount of equipment is being used in and 
around the camp, the movements of which 
will be undoubtedly expedited by the elimina- 
tion of the public traffic. It is not, however, 
believed that such expediency made such 
action a justifiable necessity under the pres- 
-«nt,peace time defense program and will 
work a hardship, on the surrounding commu- 
nity and its populace. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent in 
advertisement and road maps distributed far 
and wide in an effort to bring the tourist 
traveling-4he. Ocean, Highway- -into and 
through Virginia Beach and now that some 
fruits of these efforts are beginning to be 
reaped, they will be largely cut off. The aver- 
age tourist will not degress to the extent of 
following a mangle of detour roads to reach 
what will be a somewhat out-of-way point 
unless through necessity. The natural flow 
of traffic will be through Norfolk and there- 
by will be the undoing of all that has been 
done. 

It will likewise cut off the people .from 
Cape Henry west from their accustomecTtrjps 
to Virginia Beach to do their shopping bt; 
for other purposes except by following a 16ng 
round-about way which will ultimately divert 
this business to Norfolk. 

It will also seriously handicap trans- 
portation facilities as the bus lines will have 
to be rerouted and rearranged to meet the 
conditions which will prove to be a matter of 
great inconvenience to their many patrons. 

The most serious hardship of all, however, 
is that one highway will be virtually required 
to carry the entire traffic load of the two al- 
ready overburdened roadways leading to Vir- 
ginia Beach and over which traffic is materi- 
ally increasing by virtue of activities under 
the defense program. 

Norfolk being locked in as it is by tolls 
its inhabitants have become accustomed to 
making the "circuit" for a pleasure drive, 
which with the visiting traffic and the usual 
daily flow have already overloaded both roads 
to the point that each has become most haz- 
ardous to traverse. These hazards will be- 
come greatly amplified when this entire 
traffic load is placed upon the one highway. 
These hazards will be far greater than those 
which may occur^ and against which the 
Army is taking precautionary measures to 
prevent than they would be if the Fort Story 
road should remain open for public use. 
Safety precautions for the civilian populace 
should be taken into consideration equally as 
much as those for the enlisted personnel 
stationed at Fort Story during peacetimes, 
in fact numerically many times more are 
envolved. 

However, the criticism should not be laid 
at the door step of the War Department but 
directly placed upon the State Highway De- 
partment which had more than ample warn- 
ing of the anticipated closing of this peace of 
roadway. More than a year ago there were 
plans made byHhe State Highway Depart- 
ment to widen and resurface the specified 
link. The War Department refused per- 
mission, advising at that time that it may be 
subsequently necessary to close the road to 
public use. Later it was announced that the 
section would be closed but through deference 
to the convenience and necessity to the public 
it was permitted to remain open for more 
than a year allowing ample ' time for the 
State Highway Department to make the 
necessary construction for the rerouting of 
traffic. Through the apparent indifference 
and lack of cooperation on the part of the 
State Highway Department with the War 
Department after having been given ample 
notice to take steps and nothing being done 
there was* only one course left for the War 
Department — close the road. 

Apparently the ultimate blame for the 
present situation should be placed upon the 
State Highway Department even though it is 
not believed that there is an immediate neces- 
sity of closing the said section of the road.

BRITAIN'S WAR AIMS . . . 
AND OURS 

Undersecretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs R. A. Butler told the House 
of Commons day before yesterday 
what Winston Churchill had to say 
about the subject of a negotiated 
peace: * 

"In a cause of the kind for 
which we are fighting, a cause in 
no way connected with territory, 
trade or material gains, but affect- 
ing the whole future of humanity, 
there can be no question of com- 
promise or parley." 

This statement seems to sum- 
marize all the war aims which 
Great Britain at present is pre- 
pared to disclose. President Rdbs<?- 
velt presented substantially the 
same arguments in his press con 
ference day before yesterday. We 
quote from a dispatch written by 
our correspondents, John O'Don- 
nell and Doris Fleeson: 

"British war aims and the terms 
of peace for Enrope are things to 
be discussed only after Germany 
has suffered a military defeat. 
President Roosevelt declared at 
his press. conference this after- 
noon. The first thing to do is to 
win the war, the President told 
correspondents." 

Capt. R. B. Liddell Hart, Bri- 
tain's outstanding writer on mili- 
tary affairs, said last month in the 
London Daily Herald that Ger- 
many Has between 200 and 250 di- 
visions of soldiers raised and 
equipped— or about 3,000,000 or 
3,750,000 fighting men. Capt. Step- 
hen King-Hall, once of the Royal 
Navy, writing in Picture Post, says 
that the British by 1942 may have 
5 divisions; they haven't that 
many yet. Fifty divisions of train- 
ed soldiers is about 750,000 men. 
Where are the other 150 to 200 di- 
visions coming from? Where do 
the British hope they are coming 
from? We'll give you one guess. As 
Captain King-Hall says: 

"The notion that at any time 
the 50 divisions can invade the 
Continent and defeat the 250 
seems to me to be dubious."

COINCIDE OR CRIME? 



An Eastern Air Lines , sleeper 
plane bound from New York to At- 
lanta crashed last night, with ser- 
ious loss of life among those 
aboard.

Representative Smith proposed 
that no defense money be spent 
on jobs which discriminated be- 
tween those citizens who have ex- 
ercised their right to join a union, 
and those who have exercised their 
right to refrain from joining. In 
effect, that means no "closed"' 
union shops' and no "open" shops 
which refuse jobs to union work- 
ers. Representative Smith believes 
in the truly American way of mak- 
ing no distinction in governmental 
expenditifres between classes of 
citizens, just as no distinction is 
made in the collection of the taxes 
which government funds are de- 
rive

We do not doubt that he 
yields to nobody in his opposition 
to the alleged practices at the 
camp.

About $25 A Year 

Wasteful drying practices are 
penalizing the budget of the av- 
erage American family $25 a year 
— enough for a new outfit for 
mother, a new suit for father, or 
70 movie shows at 35 cents a show. 

These figures were revealed in a 
study of the "gas-eating" habits 
of the average American motorist 
made by the research division of 
Willys-Overland. Thus America's 
40,500,000 automobile drivers 
waste approximately $3,500,000 
worth of gas every 2b hours, ac- 
cording to J. W. Frazer, president 
of the organization. 

Mr. Frazer bases his estimate on 
the 13-mile-per-gallon average 
American motorists actually get op 
their annual 24,00,000,000 miles of 
driving, as contrasted With the 
22.5 miles per gallon achieved by 
23 representative American stock 
cars in a recent test. The average 
was established in a 600-mile run 
Trom Los Angeles to the Grand 
Canyon. 

After studying results obtained 
on this run and the charts of 
other tests made with his com- 
pany's American, which holds the 
record for highest gas mileage of 
full-sized cars, Mr. Frazer evolved 
the following "10 commandments" 
for economical driving: 

1. Warm up a cold motor grad- 
ually before driving, using the 
choke sparingly and not at all 
after the engine is. warm. 

2. Start off easily from stops 
at lights and intersections, avoid- 
ing*' "jack-rabbit" get-aways. 

3. Don't accelerate too fast. in 
loW gear, but avoid prolonged run- 
ning in first and second; shift in- 
to high as soon as possible. 

4. When in high save rapid ac- 
celeration for emergency uses. 

5. Anticipate stops and slow- 
downs in» advance, using road^f ric- 
tion to/break your speed. 

6. Don't "ride the clutch". 
This practice wastes gas and also 
wears out the clutch. 

7. Drive at moderate speeds 
and maintain an even, moderate 
pace when touring. 

8. Hold the average pace in 
traffic driving, avoiding short 
spurts which waste fuel. 

9. Have spark plugs and car 
buretor regularly cleaned and ad 
justed. 

10. Always shut off the engine 
when parking.

Use of the individual farm plan 
sheet in planning farm operations 
will enable Princess Anne County 
Farmers to obtain the greatest 
benefit from their participation in 
the 1941 AAA Farm Program, ac- 
cording to J. N. Baxter, chairman 
of the county AAA committee.

In working out his farm plan 
sheet, each former may have the 
help of a local AAA committee- 
man or representative of the coun- 
ty committee.

The appearance of a room may

Persons who go into the woods 
where deer are to be found at this 
season have an excellent chance 
of finding a freshly dropped pair 
of deer antlers, according to re- 
ports from field biologists of the 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries. 

The bucks shed their antlers 
each winter, it is reported, and 
grow a new set before the follow- 
ing fall. The new antler buds, ac- 
cording to the Commission's field 
men, appear about a month or six 
weeks after the old antlers are 
shed. The new antlers become 
fully developed about the end of 
August. 

"A great many people don't be- 
lieve deer drop their antlers", said 
Donald J. Woolley, one of the 
Commission's field biologists. "We 
have definite proof that they do, 
however, and some freshly dropped 
antlers were found in Eastern Vir- 
ginia during February. Park 
Ranger Myers, stationed at James- 
town, actually saw an old buck 
drop an antler on February 1,1 as 
the startled animal dashed away." 



PREVENT ACCIDENTS 
BY CONSTANT CARE 



Constant watchfulness on the 
part of the home owner will aid in 
large measure the protection of his 
investment. And consistent vigil- 
ance will also safeguard him 
against the danger of accidents oc- 
curring on his premises. , 

Adequate inspections, made pe- 
riodically, will prevent casualties 
that may result through falling of 
bricks, stone trimmings, and other 
materials loosened through age 
and weathering. 

Reasonable precautions, in the 
nature of repair work will aid in 
the prevention of accidents and 
in the maintenance of property in 
a satisfactory condition. - 



A common contributor to faulty 
heating is the accumulation of air 
in radiators. 

In steam-heating systems, air is 
normally expelled through auto- 
matic valves. A steam radiator 
that cannot be fully heated may 
indicate a defective relief valve 
which should be replaced. 

Where hotJwater systems are 
used, there is usually a small 
hand-operated valve on each radi- 
ator' through which accumulated 
air is released. It would be worth 
his while for the home owner to 
open these valves at regular inter- 
vals dr whenever a radiator does 
not heat properly. Shut off the 
valve as soon as water begins to 
appear. If the valve key is kept in 
a convenient place, it will be found 
an easy chore to keep radiators 
free from air and in proper oper- 
ating condition.

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The business of life insurance Is in the lonely .position of be- 
ing about the only outstanding activity that has escaped Federal re- 
gulation. Government agencies are moving in on the insurance com- 
panies and the Securities Exchange Commission proposes that it be 
subjected to "some slight Federal supervision over certain primarily 
interstate aspects." 

The published reports state that there is an increasing lapse 
rate, a lack of competition, and many interlocking directorates. Old 
mortality tables are apparently used by life insurance companies des- 
pite the fact that the public records show that Americans are living 
about 10 to 15 years longer than they were in the times when Charles 
Evans Hughes, as Governor of New York, exploded a bomb under the 
life insurance skull-duggery. There were many reforms in the busi- 
ness at that time, but progress was shortlived. 

The question is up, and the issue cannot be ignored, as to 
Whether it Is in the public interest for the Federal Government to re- 
gylaJeMife insurance. The Government has already wiped the States 
ofrthe map in most matters where interstate business is conducted. 
This puts SBC on a sure footing to push its right to supervise life 
insurance, if it chooses to proceed along that line. However, it is un- 
reasonable to criticize the life insurance companies if they do not bus 
common stocks. All the victims of the 1929 stock market collapse 
will approve policies of life insurance companies in refusing to gamble 
in this class of in-securities. ^"-- 

Insurance companies seem to operate 19th century models 
that are as obsolete as. model Ts,' in public relations through news- 
papers. Many of them are so scared of the word "publicity" that they 
shy away from suggestions that they should lay their cards on the 
table and tell the American people the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, about their righteous pasts and future inten- 
tions. They side-step the practices that have been adopted by the 
Government, the States, the political parties, financial, industrial and 
business concerns. Too many insurance executives regard legitimate 
publicity, chicken pox, and propaganda as the same disease, and old 
mortality tables may justify their beliefs that it is too late to ffcll the 
public exactly how their billions of dollars are being protected. The 
life insurance companies are as out of date in some ways as covered 
wagons. ' 

The Government has evidently found the weak spots in the 
insurance business. The fortunes and savings of the American pub- 
lic are invested in life insurance. Investigations of life insurance by 
the Monopoly Committee in Washington, and by agencies of the Gov- 
ernment have not been routine, or merely incidental. So far the insur- 
ance companies have been trying to out-argue New Dealers, but it is 
certain that approximately 200 insurance"companies haven't a ghost 
of a chance to convince this Administration that it has ever been 
wrong in its attacks upon monopolies, or that it should exempt life 
insurance companies from the swing of the regulatory axe 

The Government is graduallyyWedglng in and the companies 
ought to understand that they are fa/Ting Federal regulation and also 
Government competition. 
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DEFENSE WORRIES 

Daily we hear about the de- 
fense boom and what's going fo 
happen afterward. There is no 
question about our having a huge 
task of readjustment ahead of us, 
but there are 
many factors 
which will make 
this a different 
problem than 
ever" before. 

Before long we 
will be in the 
midst of feeding 
Europe. In Great 
Britain the food 
situation at pres- 
ent is just as dif- 
ficult as in the 

gloomiest days of 1917. Female 
labor and equipment from Amer- 
ica is the immediate hope, but 
beyond this our food supplies will 
be utilized to feed the British. 

Then comes continental Europe 
and its starving victims. This 
will quickly wipe out the sur- 
pluses* and take much of the pri- 
mary food supply of the United 
States. „ . 

The industrial requirements of 
defense will be eclipsed by the 
agricultural demands that will be 
placed upon this country. Our 
farms will have to be mobilized 
just as we are attempting to do 
with our factories. Farm equip- 
ment will be just as scarce com- 
paratively as machine tools and 
production equipment are today. 
Farm labor will become more 
difficult to get as we progress/ with 
this- program. ^e 

There are many whaCare al- 
ready worrying about vjlint's go- 
ing to happen when the defense 
program is over. They visualize 
idle machinery, surplus plant ca- 
pacity and men without jobs. Ac- 
tually, we are extending this na- 
tional defense program under very 
different conditions than any 
which this nation has_,ever found 
itself in before. American indus- 
try has been literally stagnant for 
several years. Had there been no 
defense program, it would have 
taken several years to replace the 
wornout machinery and plant 

equipment. United States of 1940, 
as a whole, was only a shell, in- 
dustrially speaking. The depres- 
sion and subsequent years robbed 
us of most of our industrial pow- 
er. Corporate capital was largely 
wiped out during the depression. 
In the cases where it was reduced 
to an unhealthy state, the drain of' 
social legislation made profit im- 
possible. The result was no new 
machinery. Goods were produced 
on old machinery. Time after 
time, repairs were made. 

The manpower problem has 
been eVen more grave. Industry

. A Grand Jury in the District of Columbia recently investi- 
gated the records of very large sums of money spent in the last elec- 
tion and returned its verdict this week.

HIGHWAYS ARE MAIN STEMS 

In these days when so much is said about removing state 
barriers and in view of the growing public sentiment in favor of re- 
moving unfair restrictions from highway traffic interest is aroused 
in suchoomment as that of Harvey C. Fruehauf, outstanding nation- 
al trailer manufacturer, who directs attention to "the importance oi 
how the motor truck and trailer serves business-men, home owners 
and manufacturers in the populated urban districts," and he insists 
that it is necessary to "bear in mind the requirements of our citizens 
to whom the highway has meant the ability to select and maintain 
their home and business in the locality they have preferred. Truly the 
highway has had a tremendous influence on the favorable distribution 
of American business establishments, farms and 7 Holies." 

Statisticians of the Automobile Mamjraeiurers Association 
have gone very thoroughly into this matter. In some states, the per- 
centage of communities which are dependent upon the highways alone 
for their supplies is quite high. In Maine, for example, 34.6— more 
than one-third of all of the communities — are not served by any rail- 
road. In New Mexico the percentage is 26. In Vermont it is 27.8. The 
total population of these 48,000 communities served only by highway 
is, just under eight million. * , 

The fact is that 48,000 United States communities are com- 
pletely and solely dependent on the highways, while the remaining 
73,981 communities have both highway and rail service. The average 
private citizen is quite amazed when he learns this to be true.

-After the necessities of defense 
have been taken care of, we will 
find ourselves with industrial 
manpower retrained and adequate 
modern machinery to take care 
of peacetime requirements with 
higher efficiency. This producing 
power will not only produce ne- 
cessities, but will also return to 
the luxury items that will be given 
up during the period of defense 
building due to lack of raw ma- 
terials.

A tiblespoon is 
too 1 for measuring.

9. If you buy vacuum-packed cof- 
fee there are new -glass contain. -rs 
that are not only eye-appealing but 
are fitted with airtight, rubber- 
lined screw caps that re-seal th° 
coffee each time it is used. Th >se 
new containers obviate the neces- 
sity of using a cannister. They are 
made by the new durar>as tech- 
nique which assures lighter, ion ,lu i 
glass.

In theory, if we should go^to war 
with Germany. Japan would at 
once attack us. She might attempt 
to seize the Philippines and the 
lesser Pacific islands which fly the 
American flag. And then what 
might prove one of the greatest 
naval wars of^all time would be- 
gin. 

There is still another possibility 
here. Britain apparently fe^ars 
that Japan is about to embark on 
new adventures of her own — to- 
ward Indo-China, the Netherlands 
possessions, or even Singapore, key 
to the East. Large numbers of the 
famed Australian troops have been 
sent to the Singapore garrison. 
Enough planes have also been 
sent, it is reported, to give Britain

More Game Refuges 
To Be Leased 

Garr.e wardens and field biolo- 
gists a/o aid.n be. ng detailed by 
th* # Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries to arrange for the 
leasing of refuge areas from land- 
owners in an effort to expand the 
state*? de quail refuge system 
which was begun last year. 

Luot year, according to C. F. 
Phelps, Superintendent of Game 
Propagat on for the Commission, 
about 450 refuges w?re establish- 
ed, including more than 30.000 
! acres. 

Thg refuges, each between forty^ 
and one hundred acres, are. leased 
for a period including not . less 
than two quail breeding seasons. 
When necessary, artificially raised 
birds are released on these rsfuges 
to provide breeding stock. Land- 
owners are urged and helped to 




plant wildlife foods and otherwise 
improve the areas for game. 

Areas surrounding the refuges 
remain open to hunting, and the 
excess birds produced on the re- 
fuges are expected to keep these 
hunting grounds will stocked.

RESUMES ON WAR 



The attention of the public at 
large remains focused on Eur- 
ope's war — but the eyes of a good 
many experts are watching the 
Far Bast. For, these experts 
think, there is almost no possi- 
bility of our going to war in Eur- 
ope in the near future. But there 
Is a very definite possibility that 
we may engage in hostilities with 
Japan. 

This government's attitude to- 
ward Nippon has been undergoing 
important changes. As the Unit- 
ed States News puts it. "Attempted 
appeasement of the Japanese fin- 
ally is ended. The United States, 
hereafter, will refuse to be fright, 
ened by statements out of Tokio. 
Vital American interests in the 
Philippines and in the Dutch East 
Indies and British Malaya are not 
to be sacrificed without an effort 
to defend them. If Japan presses 
ahead with her present plans in 
the face of American opposition, 
she must expect vtqrSy 

Japan means to dominate the 
Pacific. Her statesmen have said 
thai an of Oceania must be 
broughrwitrifflrher sphere o£ in- 
fluence. Some feel that, as ah 
Axis partner, she intends to make 
an attempt on Singapore. She is a 
definite threat to Australia and 
New Zealand. She has outflank- 
ed the Philippines, and she is mak- 
ing angry faces at French Indo 
China. And she threatens our 
supplies of rubber, tin and tea. 

Evidence of Washington's stif- 
fened policy is found in the almost 
unanimous House vote in favor of 
a measure to fortify Guam. Not 
long ago, a similar proposal was 
easily defeated. Japan has said 
that fortifying Guam would be a 
warlike act. Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations Stark told Congress that 
Japanese objections should be "to- 
tally disregarded."

Best Dairy Methods 
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WIU War Policies Become 
Permanent? 

In a letter written to me short- 
ly before he died, Newton D. 
Baker, former Secretary of War, 
said that after 
the Armistice 
In November, 
1918, President 
Wilson had two 
anxieties. One, 
| of course, was 
the League of 
i Nations. ' The 
I other was how 
he might restore back to Congress 
and to the people the vast powers 
given him with which to wage war 
and to do so as soon as possible 
^and with the least disturbance to 
ttie nation's business. Mr. Wilson 
wanted to surrender power. To 
him governmental controls over 
business were necessary evils to be 
terminated as soon as the emerg- 
ency ended. The idea of a per- 
manent emergency never entered 
his mind. 

Just as at the present time, 
there were tltose who urged Mr. 
Wilson to retain war powers for 
the purpose of converting our 
free enterprise system. into a per- 
manent socialistic economy. Mr." 
Wilson, however, adhered to his 
purpose. The railroads were 
handed back to their former man- 
agers. Wheat, gasoline and dozens 
of other commodities previously 
governed by price controls were al- 
lowed to seek their natural levels 
in a free market. And so the whole 
vast Machinery of war was de- 
mobilized. 

We come to 1941. Is there such 
a plan and purpose today? It is 
very much to be doubted. Up until 
1918 world tides were running to- 
ward free enterprise. They are 
now running toward socialism, 
fascism or communism. This is il- 
lustrated by the fact 'that the 
lease-lend bill as written by the 
administration had no time limit 
whatever. The powers which the 
bill would vest in ithe executive 
would remain there permanently, 
to be used in the sole discretion of 
the executive for years to come 



might give the excuse of national 
defense. And as there is nearly 
always some war, somewhere, 
with respect to which it might be 
said that American interests were 
involved, reasons could be given 
for the indefinite continuance of 
presidential management of the 
nation's business, under the lease- 
lend bill. 

• National defense must be had 
but there are those in Washing- 
ton who sincerely believe in Na- 
tional Socialism; who consider it 
fortunate that they can kill two 
birds with one stone, i.e. defend 
against foreign foes and extend 
American fascism at the same 
time. 

We had price fixing in a num- 
ber of important Commodities dur- 
ing the World War. It is wholly 
likely that we will have it again. 
If once imposed under the doctrine 
of nationaT emergency will it ever 
be lifted? 

A recent speech at the College 
of Agriculture of Cornell Univer- 
sity by Dr. F. A. Pearson deserves 
a wide reading. Dr. Pearson is a 
noted defender of our free entert 
prise system. Whatever' may be 
said for price fixing of commodi- 
ties in time of war, he is certain 
that if it is carried over into 
peacetime, the nation will then be 
doing the same thing as the totali- 
tarian powers. He contends that it 
this is our program there is^ little 
reason to arm against the "dicta- 
tors because we will have embrac- 
ed their philosophies. He says: "If 
our politics favor this method 
(price fixing) then we have no 
quarrel with the axis powers and 
hence should not be occupied with 
armament." In a free market when 
prices are permitted to attain 
their ovn level they "are the final 
judgment of millions of persons. 
The combined judgment of mil- 
lions is a much more accurate ap- 
praisal than the judgment of a 
committee. Both the judgment of 
the millions and that of the cony 
mittee, although correct at (fne 
moment, may be wrong the next. 
As conditions change, the judg- 
ment of the millions chances ac- 



Announcement was made today 
of the continuation during 1941 of 
the National 4-H Dairy Production 
Demonstration program, which is 
designed to promote a wider use 
of approved dairy practices, espe- 
cially among rural youth.

State winning teams will 
be given all-expense trips to the 
National Dairy Show at Memphis, 
Tenn., next October, to participate 
in the wind-up. The Kraft Cheese 
company is providing all awards, 
which include $2,800 in college 
scholarships to be presented first 
and second place teams in each of 
the four extension sections.

March 26th, 
1941, at the Princess Anne Court 
House, at 10:00 A. M. to discuss 
the forthcoming pEarly Diagnosis 
Campaign which will be conduct- 
ed throughout the County during 
the month of April. 

The early Diagnosis Campaign 
has been conducted in Princess 
Anne County each year for many 
years by the County Tuberculosis 
Association in cooperation with 
the Virginia*., State Tuberculosis 
Association and the National Tub- 
erculosis Association. Thousands 
of pamphlets, posters and other 
pieces of literature are being as- 
sembled for distribution by the 
State Association to all of its af- 
filiated city and county organiza- 
tion, for uss in the campaigns to 
be conducted throughout the 
State during the month of April. 
Education is the keystone upon 
which the Early Diagnosis Cam- 
paign rests. The object of the 
Campaign is to find the spreaders 
of this disease and to keep them 
isolated ■ until the , danger of 
spreading is over. If this is done 
there is no reason why tuberculosis 
will not be brought under control 
and virtually wiped out. 

The campaign, is of vital inter- 
est to the taxpayers of Virginia. A 
majority of the sufferers from tub- 
erculosis sooner or later become a 
bure'en on the community; the 
disease usually "picks its victims 
from those population groups that 
are least able to pay for long 
drawn-out illness, and the victims 
frequently become public charges, 
together With the patient's family 
and dependents.

realization. Approval for the 
road through that part of the mi- 
litary reservation recently leased 
from the Conservation Commis- 
sion has already been given by Lt.

Should the State Highway De- 
partment take early action on the 
construction of the detour road. 
Col. Hinman has agreed to rescind 
his earlier order closing the Fort 
highway on April 15 and keep the

March 31 is the deadline for 
signing ACP applications for pay.

Q. We are using wallboard as 
interior finish in our home. Sev- 
eral of the rooms are to be wall- 
papered. What treatment should 
be given the wallboard before 
papering? 

A. Any difference in thickness 
between adjoining boards should 
be removed % by sandpapering. 
When the manufacturer of the 
wallboard suggests a special, me- 
thod of covering the joints his re- 
commendations should be follow- 
ed. In absence of other directions; 
cover all joints between boards i 
with two-inch strips of buckram 
tape or wire cloth embedded in a 
heavy coat of bonding cement, 
such as Swedish putty. The sur- 
face of the tape should be made 
as smooth as possible, using addi- 
tional putty if necessary. Cover all 
nail heads with putty and finish 
by sandpapering any roughness in 
the putty over the Joints and nail 
heads. The entire wall a.ea 
should then be given a coat of 
paperhanger's size and allowed to 
dry before papering. A small mold- 
ing, set after papering, is some- 
times used in the corners to con- 
ceal any possible cracks which 
may occur.

Q. Should wood posts in base- 
ments rest on the finish concrete 
floor? 

A. Supporting posts on the base- 
ment floor is not good construc- 
tion practice since floor slabs are 
Seldom effective as footings for 
structural columns. The weight 
supported by the column may 
cause the floor slab to crack, per- 
mit the post to settle, and cause 
the supported floors to sag. Posts 
should rest upon a concrete base 
extending at least tlu*ee "inches 
above the finish floor, designed 
and built as part of the footing. 
Footings should be proportional in 
thickness and area to the super- 
imposed load. A metal^hield is ad. 
visable between the post and the 
concrete base as a precaution 
against decay of the bottom of the 
post due to damp conditions.

cordlngly, with no reference to 
preyious conditions. It takes the 
committee a long time to make up 
its mind that it was wrong, and 
still more time to adimt it." 

Price fixing once begun, like a 
pebble thrown Into a pond, moves 
in an ever-widening circle. It 
takes a resolute man, like Presi- 
dent Wilson, to stop it. A te J 
months ago the government r t- 
gan its experiment of fixing the 
price of soft coal. The price was 
higher than the previous market 
price. This placed coal in a more 
disadvantageous position with re- 
ference to competing fuels, for ex- 
ample, fuel oil. Consequently to 
maintain former volume of coal 
sales, without loss of work to coal 
miners, the Inevitable next thing 
to do is to also fix the price of fuel 
oil. Or, as has been proposed, place 
a tax on fuel oil so as to destroy 
the advantage oil possessed as the 
result of arbitrarily raising the 
price of coal. 

This is but one illustration of 
hundreds that could be given. It 
is to be noted that whenever gov- 
ernment fixes prices at which a 
commodity sells, it must to a 
greater or less extent also fix all 
other prices which enter into the 
final cost; and this includes the 
wages of labor. It is impossible to 
control prices without also con- 
trolling wages sooner or later. This 
is exactly what Hitler does as Ger- 
man workmen well know. Shall we 

permit fascism to enthrone itself 
in America while we are fighting 
it abroad?

people o? our country accused him of being too war-minded. Later on 
Congress passed an "embargo" law that soon lost public favor; and 
inasmuch as new laws were gaming popularity the United States be- 
came allegedly "neutral"— even though popular hate had produced 
millions of cases of high-blood pressure. Now, the finishing touches 
have been applied to a program that boosts the national debt limit 
to $65 billion— and going on up; besides $10 billion In loans and leases 
that will eventually fall on American taxpayers. To which must be 
added the plain fact that we are out to "help whip the Axis, and if 
they don't like it because we are on the side of the British— well, what 
are they going to do about 4t? 

From the American standpoint, Germany, Italy and Japan 
are told to "take it or lump it." There is genuine fear to Washington 
that it may become necessary for our military forces to meet those of 
Germany, again, as we did in 1918, when the English and the French 
couldn't win their own war.

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SAFETY AND NATIONAL DEFENSE 

good automobile driver knows he must drive much more 
carefully when he is flashing along at 60 miles an hour than when 
cruising at 30. Not only are there more opportunities for accidents 
at the higher speed but the accidents themselves are likely to be more 
serious. 

Much the same thing is true of our national economy. Those 
in the driver's seat know that as we step up our speed on production 
for national defense the problem of plant safety assumes ever greater 
importance. 

Fortunately, industry is well prepared to cope with this prob- 
lem. General Motors, for example, which is one of the country's 
largest producers of defense materials and equipment, reports an a 
per cent improvement in safety for 1940 as against 1939. This is the 
sixth consecutive yearly decrease in lost-time accidents reported by 
this organization's 89 plants and service units. 

Emphasizing the importance of plant safety to the national 
defense program, B. D. KUnkle, Vice President in charge of personnel, 
points out that the problem presents a new challenge to everyone in 
General Motors and adds: "The induction of new employes and the 
transfer of other employes to new jobs made necessary by defense 
orders will require additional emphasis upon education and instruc- 
tion as well as constant altertness on the part of everyone in our 
plants." 

Mr. Kunkle obviously speaks for all industry. We can rest as- 
sured that the men behind the wheel of national defense will con- 
tinue to remember to "drive with care"

The study, which was released to Washington this week, 
stated:

A WARNING TO EUROPE 

The Senate hardly had time enough to shake off its head-

Would you be surprised to hes> 
that the newspapers of the natior 
have been devoting columns an 4 
columns, every day, to the idei 
that the family farm is the hop* 
of the country? To be sure, those 
actual words have not been used. 
The headlined topic of all those 
articles was the production prob- 
lem of the national defense pro 
gram. And always the refrain wa;. 
labor, labor, labor. 

Labor has to come fr6m some- 
where. Putting all the unem- 
ployed to work isn't going to be 
enough. The call will go out; the 
wages will be attractive. And the 
farmers who have built their pro- 
grams around hired labor will be 
left either without any help at all, 
or will be under the necessity of 
paying for it at a rate that will 
be back-breaking. 

Tfie -thoughtful- man -does— not - 
find it hard to see, that the prop- 
erly equipped family farm is in 
a sweet position when compared 
to the so-called commercial farm. 
Let the man with the family farm 
be as cold-blooded about his 
methods ts the commercial farmer 
has besn, and we'll lay our bets 
or/ the family farm every time. 

The family unit is the natural 
farm unit. It is made up of peo- 
ple that are of the land, and not 
just on the land. It can have all 
the strengths of commercial farm- 

ig without the inherent weak- 
nesses that show up when there 
is a real shortage of labor in the 
country. 

Isn't it time to ask ourselves , 
whether we have been missing the 
point when we have concluded 
that the apparent strength of com- 
mercial farming was bigness. The 
dinosaurs were big, too, but they 
were very vulnerable, and they 
didn't last. They dominated the 
prehistoric scene just so long as 
conditions were right. But other 
kinds of animal life had what it 
took to adjust themselves to ma- 
jor changes. They not only lived 
through, but thrived. 

The family. farm is the kind of 
unit that can quickly adjust itself 
to changing conditions, and it can 
thrive if it v/ill adopt methods to 
meet the conditions. In other 
words, the emphasis now should 
be on methods. The dinosaur was 
a one-idea animal. He was in- 
flexible. He couldn't be bothered 
to change his ways. In plain 
words, he didn't want to be mod- 
ern, so he became extinct. 

No, the family unit is impreg- 
nable, if . ! It contains within 
itself the capacity both to manage 
and to operate, to sustain itself 
and also to provide a real surplus 
of produce for the national need; 
to profit and also to get substan- 
tial and lasting enjoyment from 
the fruits of its labors. The fam- 
ily unit is impregnable, if — if it 
will make itself efficient in the 
managements of its acres. That is 
the one thing it can learn from 
the commercial farm operation. 

Sow that efficiency in the warm 
soil of a man's own land; cultivate 
it with family solidarity, and the 
harvest will be as certain as sun- 
shine after rain.

perhaps most important, would be 
the economic phase. Of all first- 
class powers, Japan is the weakest 
economically. She must import or 
die. And most of* her imports 
come from us. We have embargoed 
sales to Japan of machine tools, 
aviation gasoline and some grades 
of scrap iron. But she has been 
buying increasing quantities of 
our crude oil, cotton, machinery, 
timber, and other commodities. 

Second step to economic war 
against Japan, after the embargo, 
would be a boycott of imports. Ja- 
pan's great cash crop is silk. We 
now buy three-quarters of all her 
silk production: If we refused to 
buy from her, her economy would 
be terribly shaken. 

According to the U. S. News,, if 
both Britain and the U. S. were A to 
join in the embargo and the boy- 
cott, Japan would find that the 
source of 75 per cent of her. vital 
supplies was closed to her, and 
that the market for 75 per cent of 
her produce was also gone. 

It is apparent that the economic 
weapon could be used against Ja- 
pan without formally going to 
war. However, the experts believe 
that this would simply make war 
inevitable, in that Japan would 
have to turn elsewhere for supplies 
and markets — and that she would 
have to use military force to get 
them. If, for instance, we refused 
to longer sell her oil, her logical 
move wquld be seizure of the oil- 
rich Dutch islands. Jf

These do not at first 
seem to be of great amount of detriment but 
when it becomes necessary to detour on every 
route to get to the Beach the visiting public 
is inclined to avoid such a spot or if they do 
come, leave with a bad impression. 

Apparently our State Highway Depart- 
ment always selects the summer season to 
make all repairs or improvements to the 
highways leading into Virginia Beach there- 
by increasing congestions and hazards as well

At last the State Highway Department has 
taken some definite action toward the con- 
struction of an overpass at the Virginian 
Railroad on the Virginia Beach Boulevard.

Dodds Diary 

In 1933 the late Dr. William E. 
Dodd was appointed American 
Ambassador to Germany, One of 
the very foremost of American his- 
torians, in his youth Dodd had 
studied in Germany, and he was 
on intimate terms with German 
history and culture. The appoint- 
ment seemed a^gpod 6He>s 

In December lifej Dodd resign- 
ed from his post and returned 
home — broken in health and bit- 
ter in spirit. Two'yeajB later came 
the end of his life. 

The story of his experiences in 
Germany comes to us now in the 
book Ambassador Dodd's Diary- 
edited by his son and daughter 
and covering the years 1933-1937 
inclusive. Revealing its author as a 
staunch , and keen-minded demo- 
crat who made of democracy al- 
most a religion, this diary is a 
storehouse of important informa- 
tion on modern international 
diplomacy; and an intimate, per- 
ceptive view of the transformation 
of the starveling Nazism of 1933 
into the belligerent world-power 
of 1937 and today. With his his- 
torian's insight Dodd foresaw the 
calamity that must come if the 
democracies of Europe continued 
to pander to the insatiable aspira- 
tions of a power whose, will was 
directed toward the persecution of 
races and the. destruction of indi- 
vidual freedom. 

He was distressed to witness the 
appeasement practices of other 
democratic representatives. How 
for example, could the French 
ambassador grovel before a Naz- 
ism which had sworn openly to 
destroy Prance? It was a night- 
mare to him to see the old cul- 
tured Germany that he knew and 
loved well, in the grasp of men 
like Hitler, Goebbels, and Goering

WHY DEMOCRACIES CRUMBLE 



Government, under strict democracy, 
doesn't compete with its citizens in business 
and doesn't receive an income, except through 
taxation. But democracy is flexible and its 
existence depends upon the wall of the people. 
If the people wish to weaken democracy by 
permitting government to banish freedom of 
enterprise, they are entitled to do so. 

The fact that democracy is so flexible en- 
ables any person in the land to advocate po-' 
licies which, when adopted, curb the rights 
of citizens, thus causing the democratic way 
to become more and more remote. Strange as 
it may seem, the very people whose liberties 
and opportunities are thus destroyed, often 
support such policies. Because no man can 

finitely say just how far democFacvj&an be 
submerged by government before it liTinv the 
clutches of socialism, the people accepiTe- 
strictive measures, figuring that it is safe to 
do so as long as democracy remains in form, 
even though in reality it doesn't exist as it 
was originally intended. 

When a people forget how democracy was 
born, and ignore the principles thai keep it 
alive, it is hard to see what will stop the 
growth of a bureaucratic system which will 
destroy it. Democracy is non-existent when 
socialism gets the upper hand, and the in- 
dividuals vote becomes more of a formality 
than a formidable weapon to reckon with.

The Federal Reserve Board's index 
of industrial production stood at 
139 in January, and is expected to 
hit 150 before the end of the year. 
In that index, the activity rate of 
1935-39 is rated as "100." 



NEW COMMUTER' ARMY^- 
Our "all-out" defense economy is 
creating a new army of "commut- 
ers" — workers who drive their 
automobiles as much as 100 miles 
a day between home and plant. 
This newest trend in personal 
transportation pattern appears 
essential to the armament pro- 
gram and, according to recent sur- 
veys, is even reflected in automo- 
bile sales as workers turn toward 
low-cost, low-upkeep cars in order 
to counteract the added cost of 
getting to work. One company, 
Willys-Overland, reports greatly 
increased sales in this income 
bracket and says that mileage re- 
ports from owners driving to de- 
fense jobs show that many of 
these long-distance commuters can 
cover 100 miles from home to 
plant on three gallons of , gas 
When pro-rated among four work- 
ers, as is often the case, the cost 
of the trip comes down to around 
12 cents apiece. More men than 
ever before are dependent on this 
mode of transportation to their 
jobs. Irregular work schedules and 
relocated plants make available 
transport systems impractical or 
inadequate. In their own cars 
overtime toilers can "make their 
own schedules." From Cape Cod. 
where 7,000 men are building 
Camp Edwards, to a 30,000-man 
construction job for the Navy in

"The Junior Class for the Liter- 
ary Society gives a play.

"These are merely a few of the 
things by which the school depart- 
ments, classes or organizations be- 
come monetary leeches on the 
community for enterprises of du- 
bious value. 

"Occasionally a project, dra- 
matic presentation or general en- 
tertainment, may be presented 
that will result in an increased 
pride on the part of patrons for 
the school as well as an improved 
attitude on part of the pupfls. 
However, such activities should be 
few and far between. They should 
have a clearly defined purpose 
other than that of "raising 
money." , » 

"No institution should be farther 
removed from making money than 
the school, and yet there is no 
other so easily susceptible to such 
a temptation. It is a recognized 
fact that the school authorities 
rarely ever appropriate sufficient 
funds to meet all the educational 
needs of a school. However, an al- 
ert, diplomatic, and ethically 
minded principal can achieve 
much that will supplement this 
lack of funds. Some steps that 
might take would consist jn the 
following : , 

"Encourage^the studenf body to 
sponsor programS-thm emphasize 
the value /of the things they do 
have. 

"Invite the presidents and spon- 
sors of the various school clubs 
and classes to a round table dis- 
cussion^ of the topic 'The School 
and Its Relationship to the Com- 
munity'. Out of this should evolve 
a trend of thought among these 
leaders to the effect that the 
school should no longer be sub- 
ject to petty rackets, nor act as a 
monetary leech on the community. 
A general pohcy could then be 
formulated and carried back to 
the various organizations by the 
leaders.

Chain store taxes should be 
classified as trade barriers, which 
are conceded to interfere with in- 
terstate commerce at the public's 
expense, according to B. O. Miller, 
Associate Professor of Economics 
at Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
of Blacksburg, Va. 

His opinion was expressed in a 
survey completed here today by 
Economics Statistics, Inc., promi- 
nent research organization. The 
study showed that 87 per cent of 
the outstanding economics, mark- 
eting and finance professors and 
state and tax group officials parti- 
cipating agreed that chain store 
laws constitute trade barriers just 
as do food inspection require- 
ments, taxes on out-of-state pro- 
ducts, special truck' license fees 
and taxes, and other familiar re- 
strictions. 

Prof. Miller pointed out that 
"First of all. the purpose of most 
taxes on chain stores is not that 
of raising revenue so much as of 
driving the chains from the state 
and thereby eliminating competi- 
tion in favor of the independents. 
TO the extent that such taxation 
accomplishes its purpose, it defi- 
nitely interferes with the free 
movement of interstate trade." ' 
"I think there is little doubt that 
such taxes do have a tendency to 
act as trade barriers to the free 
movement of interstate commerce 
in many cases, though ' frequently 
the results are indirect rather than 
direct," he declared. 

Such tax laws have an adverse 
effectToh agriculture and industry 
as well as on the consumers, the 
study showed, Lyman S. Logan, 
vice-president of Economics Sta- 
i tistics said in announcing results 
of the survey. "Opinion was al- 
most unanimous that trade barrier 
laws increase costs to consumers," 
he said, "with the result that pro-

He 
reached for them again — and missed. 
The poles slipped away and clat- 
tered down out of sight in the dark- 
ness. 

In that moment, Georg knew he 

was probably done for. Wjthbut the 

* poles his skis were useless. He s could 

not balance himself, check his speed, 

or avoid huge boulders which loomed 



up unexpectedly in the beam of his 
flashlight. Crevasses and ice ridges 
would block his way. He would 
freeze to death on the mountain. 

Using his light, Georg worked 
over to the edge of the trail. Ten 
feet below him were the poles. But 
only their tips were caught in the 
frozen crust— the least movement 
might dislodge them. Georg worked 
his way down, inch by inch, and 
grabbed them. 

"Hanging on to my light, which 
I had secured by a strap attached to 
my belt, I made the rest of the trip," 
Georg said "Without |hat light the 
climb was impossible I doubted 
that the batteries could stand up in 
that severe cold, but they were fresh 
when I put them in and they kept a 
bright beam shining.

Duck stamps, purchased annual- 
ly by over a million sportsmen to 
finance waterfowl conservation in 
the United States, will serve a 
double-barreled purpose in extend- 
ing the work into Canada under a 
unique new plan announced by 
Ducks Unlimited, Die. ^ 

The plan, simple in operation, 
involves merely the resale to stamp 
collectors of used duck stamps— 
the pTder the better. National Sec- 
retary > E. Herrick Low declares. 

The one-dollar migratory bird 
hunting stamps, sold at post- 
offices, are required to be pasted 
on state hunting licenses. They 
become Invalid after June 30th of 
the following year.' 

"We urge every sportsman to 
donate used duck stamps to Ducks 
Unlimited. 342 Madison Avenue, 
New York City. Just mail in your 
old state license with 'stamp at- 
tached. 

"Thousands of philatelists are 
interested in these stamps. While 
nominal resale prices would mean 
little to individual sportsmen, the 
aggregate should gross a worth- 
while sum for duck restoration," 
Low points out. 

Ducks Unlimited, a non-profit 
membership organization, already 
has financed development of 52 
duck breeding projects totalling 
over 880,000 acres in Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. The 
bulk of wild ducks nest in these 
provinces but tremendous num- 
bers of young ducklings have per- 
ished from drying up of marshes 
in recent drought summers. 

The provincial governments are 
coperating in contributing all 
lands required without cost. Rev- 
enue from the sale of used duck 
stamps is to be used to build dams 
and extend development of pro- 
jects, it is announced.

ROAD TO SALVATION 

If this country is to pay for mi 
adequate national defense without 
ruining itself economically, three 
definite steps must be taken. 

First, all ordinary governmental 
expenditures must be reduced to 
the limit, and all unnecessary ac- 
tivities, which have no direct 
bearing on defense, must be drop, 
ped. 

Second, there must be an in- 
crease in tax revenue — and that 
must largely be achieved by 
broadening the tax base, so as to 
reach at least a substantial pro- 
portion of those families which 
now pay no direct taxes. 

Third, it must be the govern- 
ment policy to make greater use 
of private sources of credit — and 
to restrict the use of government 
credit to purposes which are out- 
side the proper sphere of private 
enterprise. 

This last principle is of cardinal 
importance. The banks of the 
country, both commercial and in- 
vestment, are eager to do every- 
thing possible to finance defense 
—and to do it with maximum 
speed. They are ready to release 
billions — and every billion coming 
from private credit sources means 
a billion saved the taxpayers. 
Even as we look „o private enter- 
prise in production to equip our 
defense machine, so should we 
look to private enterprise in credit 
to help us finance it.

Weeks ago opponents of the 
lease-lend bill admitted that their 
cause was lost. Prom the begin- 
ning, it was a certainty that thj 
bill would 00 through.

when an irritable, debate-weary 
Senate finally vot ed — a n tM 
bill on the evening of '^fiurcK, 
8, it came almost as an anti- 
climax. There was no filibuster. 

Con- 
ess simply gave its formal ap- 
proval to a fateful, far-reaching 
policy* whicft had been establish- 
ed and decided in all basic essent- 
ials long ago. x 

The bill passed with compara- 
tively little change. It gives the 
President powers which can be 
compared only to those conferred 
on Wilson during the World War. 
He is, in short, empowered to sell, 
transfer title to, lease, lend or 
otherwise dispose of any and all 
war materials to any powers whose 
defense he considers vital to the 
defense of the United States. The 
Senate added three more^ or less 
Important amendments, all of 
them approved by the White 
House. One ends the authority of 
the President to enter into con- 
tracts, on June 30, 1943, and sti- 
pulates that all contracts must be 
fulfilled by July 1, 1946.

LEST THEY FORGET 

The lease-lend bill as written 
must now be supported by every 
American. Congress has spoken 
after fair debate. The majority 
rules. Whether its judgment Is 
wise must await the verdict of 
time. 
Nevertheless, it is nqfe-true that 
the minority 
must protest 
no more. Two 
points are 
plain. The ma- 
jority said they 
voted for the 
bill to keep us 
out of war. To 
protest against 
going further into war is there- 
fore not unpatriotic. War has not 
been voted. 

Second, the majority defended 
themselves against the charge of 
abdicating by saying Congress 
still retained its power over future 
appropriations. Therefore, it is 
still American to determine how 
far the present bill shall be im- 
plemented in the" future. If that is 
not true, then Congress has in fact 
abdicated. \_ 

We must credit the majority 
with sincerity and patriotism. 
Nevertheless it is worth noting 
how far they have moved mentally 
toward war since the repeal of the 
embargo to October 1939. The des- 
cent to hell, is easy; hard the up- 
ward climb.

There is a comingling of 
prisoners and the poorest of sleeping facili- 
ties imaginable. 

There have been wide spread criticism 
through the press throughout the country 
occasioned by unnecessary fires resulting in 
the -death of prisoners in many of our jails in 
Virginia. Such advertisement is not wel- 
comed and is most detrimental to any com 
munity. a 

It is the usual conception that anyone who 
should be so unfortunate as to be confined in 
a bastile is of the lower class and does not 
deserve much consideration^ However, this 
may be, they are as muclr a human being 
and deserve the right to be protected from 
fire hazards and unsanitary conditions' as any 
other person even though they may have 
violated some act against society. 

The Town of Virginia Beach, even though 
allegedly in a bad financial condition, has 
found ways and means to spend $52,000.00 
for an incinerator in which to dispose of 
refuse, giving ajs an excuse for this expendi- 
ture the possible reduction in the number of 
ilies and mosquitos and thereby creating a 
more sanitary and healthier condition in the 
community. This, of course, would be aWn- 
dition most desirable to the entire citizenry. 

At the same time, the Town fathers are 
considering going to further expenses in the 
purchase of or the construction of a new town 
hall, which will in either case require a con- 
siderable outlay and the creation of a further 
indebtedness. It is granted that'a new town 
hall, with a mayor's office, is desiring and 
that the valuable records, the preservation of 
which is always so greatly stressed by our 
town fathers when this matter comes under 
discussion. However, valuable these records 
may be in a pecuniary way there is nrf* com- 
parison as to the preservation of a human 
life. 

The expense incident to the construction 
of a suitable place for the incarceration of 
those who are so unfortunate as to have 
violated or Have been accused of violation of 
the Law is practically negligible in compari- 
son to other outlays of capital expense ap- 
proved or anticipated to be approved by our 
administrative authorities. 

Insofar as we are able we'shall continue to 
bring this existing condition before the pub- 
lic eye until some remedy has been provided 
for. It is our belief that this should be given 
consideration before even the thought of a 
new town hall such as now is being suggested 
which would not be practical as a combina- 
tion to accommodate both requirements.

This analysis is not in any way to be in- 1 
terpreted as a listing of, items t > be reduced 
or eliminated. But it is certainly a<|act that 
the cost of the program of national defense, 
the end of which is not in sight, must soon 
make imperativjj-a realistic and impartial ex- 
amination of/those fields of non-defense 
spending in which 'sacrifices' could conceiv- 
ably be made.

TASTE TESTERS— One oi 
those romantic little behindthe- 
scenes tasks of American business 
comes to light each year about 
this time when the United States 
board of tea experts meets in New 
Vork.

things.

It 
is entirely beside the point to 
argue that Greece ''favored" Bri- 
tain rather than Germany; to say 
jsfie refused to elimb aboard the 
noisy and gaudy band-wagon now 
lumbering across Europe. She 
chose to remain Greece, and to 
fight him who tried to compel her 
by force.

The most serious single Item in 
the day's news is. the Admiralty 
announcement that 148,000 tons 
of British, allied and neutral ship- 
ping were destroyed in the week 
ended March 2. This is not the 
worst week of the war— the total 
was markedly exceeded in two dif- 
ferent weeks last fall, at the 
height of the German air attack 
on Britain— but the loss is nearly 
two and a half times the weekly 
average since the war began and 
more than one and a half times 
the average since the Germans at- 
tained the Channel and Atlantic 
bases. It is getting within sight of 
the losses for the famous' crisis 
months of March and April, 1917. 
The all-out war on commerce is 
clearly beginning. 

It is no cause for panic. A char- 
acteristic of the sea war so far has 
been the way in which the attacks 
have come in waves. The unusual 
ly bad weeks have ordinarily been 
followed by .unusually good ones, 
making the peak figures deceptive. 
But the strain is a frightfully 
heavy one; it represents the great- 
est single danger of a ^British de- 
feat, and we must face the possi- 
bility that it may at any time be"- 
come really critical. While the ob- 
vious fact remains — as the Nazi- 
Fascist propagandists have been 
shouting themselves hoarse to con- 
vince their people— that the whole 
aid-to-Britain policy will be worth 
nothing if the stuff cannot be got 
across. _j_ 

— The further Tact remains that 
the United States has the equip- 
ment — in long-range patrol bomb- 
ers and modern light forces — to re- 
duce" the strain promptly and 
markedly, and to see that stuff 
does get across in the quantities 
that will make a British victory 
certain. Much can be done by the 
transfer of ships and planes under 
the lemUease act. A good deal 
can be done by such measures as 
taking over the interned shipping, 
coordinating our own and British 
shipping policies and so on. Ob- 
viously, much more could be done, 
and far more effectively, by the 
United States naval convoy. Un- 
fortunately, under existing rules 
the Nazis would be entitled to call 
this "war" if they wished. But if 
they are arguing Vichy into the 
convoy of its vessels they are 
creating a precedent which can- 
not be expected to work only in 
one way. The Nazis have been 
ruthless in destroying the old 
rules as they pleased. It- cannot 
always be left to them to write all 
the new ones.

of the communicable childhood 
diseases, in which latter class 
diphtheria is an example," states

"Toxoid immunization is^avail- 
able in this jurisdiction practically 
to all children, either through the 
family physician or at clinics ar- 
ranged by physicians for those 
who *are unable to pay the usual 
fee for this service. 

"While the number of Virginia 
children who have the benefit of 
this protection isjarge, evidently 
there are many who, because of 
parental misconception or uncon 
cern, have not been made invul- 
nerable to an attack of diphtheria 
through this simple and practical 
procedure. This is especially emp- 
hasized by the diphtheria deaths 
in 1940 already mentioned, and 
the 709 illnesses during the same 
period from t lint cause. 

'Toxoid should be administered 
in early life preferably be* wen 
the ase.s of six and hine months 
certainly before the child has rft- 
taine'd its first, birthday. 

"Perhaps the decided drop 
,h'jwp in the diphtheria Illnesses 
and death rates during the las' 
thirty-live years has developed an 
unwarranted sense of security on 
te part of too trusting parents. 
Nevertheless, whatever the cause, 
the fact remains that diphtheria 
manages to continue a steady 
massacre of young lives., with 
ample weapons to prevent it; and 
these to be had only for the sack- 
ing. ^\ 

"Consequently, not only a large 
number of, parents, but every par- 
ent, should be acutely aware of 
diphtheria's potential ' killing 
power and take the necessary 
steps to eliminate it.*" 

"Almost all diphtheria deaths 
that will occur in Virginia during 
1941 will have been preventable. 
With intelligent parental coopera- 
tion, most of these deaths even 
yet can be avoided.

Be- 
fore the TNEC was born Senator O'Mahoney had a bill hanging fire 
in the Senate for exactly that purpose. When he got-going with the 
Monopoly Committee he arranged with the late Senator Borah to call 
his proposal the Borah-O'Mahoney bill, to strengthen its chances. 

* Senator O'Mahoney seems to have played pretty good politics 
Inasmuch as he is now in position to show that the Monopoly Com- 
mittee bestows its praise and blessings on the mrbp^osal to switch these 
strong corporations under theTieel and Wfttroraft&ie Federal Govern- 
ment, where the ever-broadening powers of centralization are taking 
over all the regulatory rights which the States once claimed as their 
inherent prerogatives. 

Congress has extended Federal powers over wages and hours, 
employers and workers; over regulation of capital issues by corpora- 
tions whose securities are sold across State lines. If the O'Mahoney 
licensing scheme is adopted corporation officials will likely understand 
the lines of Elizabeth Browning when she admitted that "I should 
not dare to call my soul my own."

/"\NE of the great marvels of 
^ science was the discovery 
years ago of the fact that if one or 
more points of a star-fish are cut 
off, the animal will grow the 
points again and in a short time 
be as big and sound as it was 
originally. Discovery of the prin- 
ciple of regeneration in some ani- 
mals caused as much hubbub in 
the scientific world as would 
Sally Rand at a salesmen's con- 
vention. 

State tax officials are discover- 
ing that gasoline taxes follow the 
star-fish principle of regeneration, 
and that if a state cuts 1 cent off 
its gasoline tax rate, the revenue 
grows and in a very few years is 



as great as it was before the tax 
cut/v 

Since 1934 gasoline tax revenue 
of most of the states has in- 
creased 50 per cent or more. Year 
after year more families become 
automobile owners. Also, people 
tend to use their cars more. Un- 
der these conditions of expanding 
revenue, most states could have 
reduced their rates since 1934 and 
they would now be collecting just 
as much money at the low rates 
as they collected at the higher 
rates. 

The gasoline levy is the great- 
est "star-fish" tax in all history. 
Its great powers of regeneration 
should stimulate many states to 
reduce their rates.

THE shabby appearance and in- 
adequate lighting common to 
neglectdH cellars can be greatly im- 
proved by the application,, of » 
couple of coats of light colored, 
washable paint to the concrete floor 
and walls as well as to the ceiling. 

Let new cement or concrete 
weather for several months before 
painting, or artificially neutralize the 
surface alkaline substances injurious 
to paint by washing with a chemical 
solution composed of two pounds of 
zinc sulfate to one gallon of water. 
Rinse well with clear water, and al- 
low to dry out completely before th« 
priming coat is applied. 

To be sure of ingredient quality 
•s well as correct paint formulation 
for each coat, mix all paint on tht 
'ob from soft paste white lead, pur* 
raw linseed oil and a high quality 
flatting vehicle. Apply a primint 
coat to concrete or cement composed 
of 6 parts (by volume) soft past* 
white lead, 5 parts each of raw lin4 
seed oil and lead mixing or tead 
reducing oil. Follow with body and 
finish coats of equal proportions of 
the paste white lead and either of 
the flatting oils. Finish off floor areas 
with a coat of wax or high,, grade 
floor varnish. 

Q— Is there a formula to deter- 
mine the size of gutters and leaders 
which will assure adequate drain- 
age? 

A. — Yes. Except during downpours 

of unusual severity, full drainage is 

provided by gutters and leaders 

having 1 sq. in. of area for each 150 

^sq.^ftr of roof surface. 

Inspect gutters regularly as dirt, 
leaves — even vine growth- -may clog' 
the channels cpnsiderably reducing 
possible flow. *

SLEEPING PORCH ANSWER 
TO SPACE NEED

the sleeping porch of today often 
is usable the year around. 



Discriminate selection of me- 
chanical equipment for the home 
is far more necessary now than 
ever before. The increasing num- 
ber of mechanical appliances on 
the market makes careful consid- 
eration of such items essential to 
the prospective householder's well- 
being. 

In the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration's Technical Bulletin 
No. 6, "Mechanical Equipment for 
the Home," the prospective house- 
holder is cautioned not to suc- 
cumb to the temptation of "over- 
stocking with mechanisms at the 
possible sacrifice of essential com- 
fort. 

The basic factors of general 
location of property, neighbor- 
hood, the relation of the house to 
its site, the provision for natural 
light and ventilation, the comfort 
and convenience of the plan, and 
the soundness of the construction 
deserve prior consideration. FHA 
officials say: "No amount of 
equipment can make a satisfac- 
tory house where these basic fac- 
tors are not properly achieved." 
, A number of principles should 
be followed in making selections 
of equipment, according to the 
bulletin. 

The initial cost of the equip- 
ment must be carefully balanced 
against the cost of its operation 
and the probable returns in com- 
fort and future rentability. 

It must be remembered, too, 
that the first cost is rarely the 
last cost, particularly of equip- 
ment with moving parts. 

Items of repair operating costs, 
and probable length of service be- 
fore replacement must be consid- 
ered when choosing equipment. 

Where economy is abactor, it is 
essential that a comparison be 
made between the different types 
of equipment and that all the costs 
be figured in. The element of uti- 
lity to be gained should be weigh- 
ed against these costs. 

If it is necessary to forego some 
items of equipment, it will be ad- 
visable to give up first those items 
which (provide merely ease of serv- 
ice or control or refinement in ap- 
pearance without compensating 
savings in operation. 

Finally, the selection of mate- 
rials should be governed by con- 
sistency of quality.

almost unlimited authority over 
naval actions and policy, and It 
would take a Constitutional 
amendment to change that. The 
other amendment would have for- 
bidden sending an A.E.F. to for- 
eign lands without explicit Con- 
gressional approval. Administra- 
tion leaders said this would weak- 
en our foreign policy, particularly 
in the Far East, by assuring our 
possible enemies that we would 
be unable to back up our talk with 
action. Congress concurred 
• The vote did not divide strict- 
ly on party lines. The Democrats 
held their forces well in line — 49 
voted for the bill, and but 13 
against. The Republican split. 
Seventeen said no. Ten voted yes 
—including the party's Senate 
leader, McNary of Oregon. 

It has been widely reported that 
Mr. Roosevelt was just waiting 
for Congress to finish its wrangl- 
ing before taking drastic steps to 
iron out arms production difficul- 
ties. It is one thing to pass a law 
providing all-aid to England— it is 
a very different thing to produce 
and ship the arms the belligerents 
so desperately need. The defense 
high command has already been 
shaken up, but there is still con- 
siderable division of responsibility. 
No one man has been given sup- 
reme co mmand, ag was Blirnard 
Baruch in the 1917 War Industries 
Board. The feeling ' persi«R that 
the President will be forced to do 
this before long. And reports are 
also going around that some of 
the men high in defense councils 
have not proven to be such produc- 
tion wizards as their build-ups in- 
dicated: x~r" ; 

In the meantime, it is next to 
impossible to find out exactly how 
well or badly the defense drive is 
going. Some say it is in fearfully 
bad shape: others say that it is

GROWING YOUNG AMERICANS 

Big farms grow crops— little 
farms grow Americans. Before 
our agricultural problems can be 
seen in true perspective we must 
determine what we, as a nation, 
wish to have as 
our national pol- 
icy. We have 
grown so many 
crops that we 
have so-called 
surpluses; yet to- 
day, Aur youn» 
people nave been 
neglected pore 
than in any gen- 
eration. What we 
have done is to. 
grow things of 
monetary value at the sacrifice of 
Ijuman value. 

History repeatedly indicates that 
a nation pursuing such a policy 
undergoes a period of irresponsi- 
bility and selfish greed, together 
with corruption of character. We 
have experienced sueh a period in 
this country and are now reaping 
the consequences. 

The preliminary figures of the 
1940 census indicate that America 
is on the way to suicide through 
diminishing rate of birth. For 
years most cities have not been 
ible to replace deaths with new 

oin i m. f ile ' mint nag wen arr 

iging urban population, with the 

hildren of rural areas replacing 

ihe ranks of those in cities. But 

•he 1940 census for the first time 

hows a static rural population. 

So America faces today a dimin- 
shing city population and a static 
ural population, which means we 
are approaching the peak of our 
population and will soon have a 
diminishing pne.

The an- 
swer to this is that Europeans ir. 
the war area have been family 
farm operators who care little foi 
more than subsistence. The tact 
that they have large families is 
important, for it will mean a possi- 
ble way of making America 
younger by lowering the average 
age of the population. 

It should be remembered that 
depressions are longer and Hiorc 
severe in countries where the av- 
erage age of the population is 
higher than middle age. Young 
people adjust more rapidly to en- 
vironment than the old, and so it 
is with the nations having a young 
population. Nations create greater 
parasitic populations as they grow 
older — that is, a higher percentage 
live from income resulting from 
the labor of others. Examples are 
absentee landlords, political office 
holders, and the like. 

History shows that the common 
tendency of nations growing old is 
a great increase in people working 
for the government. History also 
indicates that this group uses ev- 
ery device possible to maintain 
the overlapping government serv- 
ices which make their positions 
possible. 

There is only one way to keep 
jAmerican young and virile—and 
ithat is, by growing young Amer- 
icans so that young people will 
(predominate our population.- A 
youth movement of the proper 
type could accomplish this result. 
Let us go back to the greatest 
source of strong, young Ameri- 
cans — the family farm. There is 
no quicker solution to the dilem- 
|ma of America than millions of 
family farms.

Q. I plan to landscape a small

Q. Can you tell me the purpose 
of cross-bridging between wood 
joists? How should bridging be 
installed? 

A. Bridging provides a means 
of laterally bracing wood joists. It 
also assists in distributing the 
weight or load imposed on one 
joist to the joists on either side 
of it. Joists should be bridged at 
least every eight feet. One-inch by 
three-inch material is usually 
used, the end cut at an angle to 
fit solidly against the face of the 
joist. To be effective, cross-bridg- 
ing must be securely nailed in 
place.

Q. What is the purpose of a 
storm window? 

A. Storm windows create a dead- 
air space in front of the perman- 
ent window sash. This air space 
tends to reduce heat loss through 
the glass area and the infiltration 
of cold air. Storm windows are 

the frosting of windows, since they 
reduce the possibilities Vof con- 
densation on the inner windows. 
To insure good protection, storm 
sash should fit tightly. When hung 
from the top on hinges or other 
hangers, a device should be provid- 
ed so that the window may be held 
open when ventilation is desired.

The foundation job of soil 
management is good plowing, and 
as The Progressive Farmer points 
out." really good plowing requires 
little if any more labor or expense 
than poor plowing. From an ar- 
ticle by T. B. Hutcheson, V. P. I. 
agronomist, we quote these concise 
rules: 

"As to best time to plow we 
might summarize the whdle sit- 
uation with three safe general 
rules as follows: *■. 

' — Three kinds of land^-(a) 
heavy, sticky clay soils, (b) soils 
with heavy growth of weeds or 
broomsedge, and <c> soils infested 
with Bermuda, Johnson, or quack 
grass— all should be plowed in late 
fall or early winter. 

— Soils in corn, small grain, 
and clover and grass rotations on 
less tenacious soils: plow late in 
winter. 

— Soils with annual cover crops: 
plow about 30 days before the suc- 
ceeding crop is to be planted. 

"As to how deep we should 
plow: all other things being equal, 
it is desirable to plow to an aver- 
age depth of 8 to 10 inches. How- 
ever, it is rarely desirable to 
bring more than an inch of inert 
subsoil to the surface at any one 
time. Therefore, in shallow soils, a 
good rule is to plow up about 1 
inch of subsoil each time the land 
is plowed unUl a uniform topsoil 
depth of about 10 inches is ob- 
tained, and thereafter plow re- 
gularly to the depth of 10 to 12 
inches." — - - --=——?=

Washington On Road 

(Continued from .-.tge one) 
on Monday. 

Walter H. Taylor, 3rd, Director 
of Public Works for the City of 
Norfolk, has prepared a map show- 
ing the general direction such a 
detocr woul d take, and this sketch 
has been approved as satisfactory 
by Lt. Col. Dale D. Hinman. Com- 
manding Officer at Port Story. 
The road, according to the plan, 
will leave the existing highway on 
a sweeping curve at cr about 158th 

Street, running southward through 
the "no-man's land" section of the 
park and joining Atlantic Boule- 
vard at or about 124th Street. 

All concerned are- agreed that 
this route, a modification of the 



plans originally presented by the 
Chamber of Commerce and Mr. 
Taylor, is the most feasible. Such a 
detour would be three and three- 
quarter miles in length, and would 
be completely cut off from the re- 
servation proper and the Seashore 
State Park by towering ,. sand 
dunes, rising to heights of 80 feet. 
If approval can be secured from 
the War Department on Monday. 
it is expected that the Highway 
Department will begin immediate 
work on the road, which for the 
summer will be of sand-clay con- 
struction with asphalt topping. 
The date of completion will be as 
dose to June 1st as possible, and 
Col. Hinman has agreed to main- 
tain traffic through the fort until 
that time, if the Highway Depart, 
ment will get to work on the de- 
tour at once.
